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Johnson 
Signs 
Tax Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pre si- 
dent Johnson has signed a bill to 
bring the government about $6 
billion in additional 
revenue 
over the next 15 months. He 
used the signing ceremony to 
announce he plans to ask Con­ 
gress next year to make “ Social 
Security 
benefits more ade­ 
quate." 
Johnson gave no details but 
said he has asked Welfare Sec­ 
retary 
John W. Gardner to 
make a study of possible im ­ 
provements in Social Security. 
The bill the President signed 
Tuesday night — within three 
hours after Congress gave it 
final approval — grants Social 
Security coverage to about 300,- 
OOO persons over 72. 
The signing ceremony capped 
a busy day for the President 
and Congress which saw the 
advancement 
of 
four 
money 
measures to bolster the nation's 
Viet Nam war effort. 
The 
first 
effect 
of 
the 
tax bill is to increase from 6 per 
cent to 7 per cent starting today 
the excise tax on car sales. The 
measure also reinstates as of 
April I the IO per cent tax on 
phone calls — the levy is now 3 
per cent—and provides speed­ 
ups in collection of corporate 
and personal income taxes. The 
latter takes effect May I. 
The bill is expected to provide 
some $1.2 billion in extra money 
by June 30 and $4.8 billion dur­ 
ing fiscal 1967 starting July I to 
help finance the Viet Nam war. 
Johnson again said he could 
make no prediction now wheth­ 
er additional tax rises will be 
necessary later this year but 
added “ you may be assured 
that this administration stands 
ready to act when action is 
needed — if it is needed. I am 
certain that the Congress stands 
ready to respond in the same 
manner." 
The higher excise tax on autos 
does not apply to cars in the 
hands of dealers but does apply 
to any on orders from the fac­ 
tory. 
Both of the excise tax in­ 
creases restore levies lowered 
last year, and both are designed 
as temporary measures to run 
until June 30, 1967. 
The final votes to approve the 
bill — which was virtually the 
same as Johnson had proposed 
— were 72 to 5 in the Senate 
and 288 to 102 in the House.

at $10 per day. 
TTiis is plan “A," 
and al­ 
lows a surgeon to charge for 
any surgery, x-rays, etc. Ac­ 
cording to this plan the patient 
is eligible for IOO visits by a 
physician. A physician 
must 
also recommend nursing home 
service. 
In the second plan, known as 
the B plan, each person over 
65 must pay $3. Nursing home 
care could not begin before Jan. 
I, 1967, and the patient must be 
admitted by a physician. 
This plan provides that the 
attending physician would re­ 
ceive the first $50 expense, 
and would be paid up to 80 per 
cent of the medical expense of 
the patient through medicare. 
Medicine provided the patients 
would be paid for up to 80 per 
cent. 
The new medicare program 
would put an end to the present 
welfare vender plan which was 
in effect for persons up to 
the age of 65.

Neil Armstrong and David 
Scott planned to close in on the 
Agena late today after a 105,000- 
mile chase and complete the 
historic docking about 5 p.m., 
high above South America. 
But the excitement of the ac­ 
tion-packed 
flight 
won't end 
there. Three additional hookups 
are planned and Thursday Scott 
is to drift out into the silent em­ 
ptiness of space for a record 
space walk of nearly 2V2 hours. 
By the time the astronauts re­ 
turn to earth Saturday, if all 
goes as planned, they will have 
rehearsed many of the vital 
techniques that must be perfect­ 
ed before men venture to the 
moon. 
The great space hunt .started 
at 10:41 
a.m. 
with die thun­ 
dering blastoff of a Titan 2 
rocket from Cape Kennedy. The 
109-foot-ball projectile vaulted 
upward on a blazing tail of hot 
gases and drilled Gemini 8 into 
orbit more than I OO miles above 
the earth. 
Command pilot 
Armstrong 
separated the spacecraft from 
the Titan 2 and fired jet thrust­ 
ers to provide the final orbital 
speed of more than 17,500 miles 
an hour. 
The firing climaxed a specta­ 
cular launching doubleheader 
that started at IO a.m . when an 
Atlas burst away from another 
launch pad to propel the Agena 
target satellite into orbit 185 
m iles high—precisely the path 
desired. 
Armstrong and Scott were in 
their Gemini 8 spacecraft when 
the Atlas-Agena took off. They 
watched the launching on a TV 
monitor 
placed 
outside 
the 
hatch. 
When told by the control cen­ 
ter that the Agena was in an 
excellent 
orbit, 
Armstrong 
commented: “ Beautiful. We'll 
take that one.” 
When the astronauts took off, 
the 26-foot long Agena was di­ 
rectly over the Cape. By the 
time they achieved orbit six 
minutes later, the fast-moving 
Agena had streaked out about 
1,200 miles in front of them and 
was over the Atlantic, northeast 
of the island of Antigua. 
Gemini 8 was aimed at an or­ 
bit ranging from IOO to 168sta­ 
tute miles out and mission con­ 
trol reported it was a1 most pre­ 
cisely on that path — ranging 
from 98 to 178 m iles. Officials 
reported this was “ very accept­ 
able." 
Armstrong and Scott were to 
execute a number of orbital 
shifting maneuvers which would 
enable them to catch the Agena 
during the fourth orbit.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has signed a bill to 
bring the government about $6 
billion in additional revenue 
over the next 15 months. He 
used the signing ceremony to 
announce he plans to ask Con­ 
gress next year to make "Social 
Security 
benefits more ade­ 
quate." 
Johnson gave no details but 
said he has asked Welfare Sec­ 
retary 
John W. Gardner to 
make a study of possible im* 
provements in Social Security. 
The bill the President signed 
Tuesday night — within three 
hours after Congress gave it 
final approval — grants Social 
Security coverage to about 300,- 
OOO persons over 72. 
The signing ceremony capped 
a busy day for the President 
and Congress which saw the 
advancement 
of four money 
measures to bolster the nation's 
Viet Nam war effort.

tax bill is to increase from 6 per 
cent to 7 per cent starting today 
the excise tax on car sales. The 
measure also reinstates as of 
April I the IO per cent tax on 
phone calls — the levy is now 3 
per cent—and provides speed­ 
ups in collection of corporate 
and personal income taxes. The 
latter takes effect May I. 
The bill is expected to provide 
some $1.2 billion in extra money 
by June 30 and $4.8 billion dur­ 
ing fiscal 1967 starting July I to 
help finance the Viet Nam w ar. 
Johnson again said he could 
make no prediction now wheth­ 
e r additional tax rises will be 
necessary later this year but 
added "you may be assured 
that this administration stands 
ready to act when action is 
needed — if it is needed. I am 
certain that the Congress stands 
ready to respond in the same 
m anner." 
The higher excise tax on autos 
does not apply to cars in the 
hands of dealers but does apply 
to any on orders from the A c­ 
tory. 
Both of the excise tax in­ 
creases restore levies lowered 
last year, and both are designed 
as temporary measures to run 
until June 30, 1967. 
The final votes to approve the 
bill — which was virtually the

cording to this plan the patient 
is eligible for IOO visits by a 
physician. A physician must 
also recommend nursing home 
service. 
In the second plan, known as 
the B plan, each person over 
65 must pay $3. Nursing home 
care could not begin before Jan. 
I, 1967, and the patient must be 
admitted by a physician. 
This plan provides that the 
attending physician would re­ 
ceive the first $50 expense, 
and would be paid up to 80 per 
cent of the medical expense of 
the patient through medicare. 
Medicine provided the patients 
would be paid for up to 80 per 
cent. 
The new medicare program 
would put an end to the present 
welfore vender plan which was 
in effect for persons up to 
the age of 65.

Three additional hookups 
are planned and Thursday Scott 
is to drift out into the silent em­ 
ptiness of space for a record 
space walk of nearly 2x/z hours. 
By the time the astronauts re­ 
turn to earth Saturday, if all 
goes as planned, they will have 
rehearsed many of the vital 
techniques that must be perfect­ 
ed before men venture to the 
moon.

The 
109-foot-ball projectile vaulted 
upward on a blazing tail of hot 
gases and drilled Gemini 8 into 
orbit more than I OO miles above 
the earth.

France Changes View on British in Common Market 


LONDON (AP) — France said 
today it now believes it is desir­ 
able for Britain to enter the Eu­ 
ropean Common Market, a move 
it vetoed more than two years 
ago. 
But 
Britain 
replied 
that 
France's planned military with­ 
drawal from the North Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization's 
inte­ 
grated command was a new foe­ 
tor that would make it difficult 
for British participation in the 
six*natlon trading bloc. 
Foreign Secretary Michael 


Stewart 
announced the 
new 
French position to newsmen aft­ 
er presiding over a two-day 
meeting of Western European 
Union m inisters. They ranged 
over the problems of allied uni­ 
ty, Hie North Atlantic Alliance 
and economic cooperation in 
West Europe. 
Stewart said the French state­ 
ment now makes clear that all 
six members of the Common 
Market are agreed on the de­ 
sirability of British entry. 
Stewart, speaking as chair­ 


man of the meeting, said all Eu­ 
ropean 
Union 
govern ments 
agreed that there must be a 
phase of preliminary discussion 
between Britain and the Com­ 
mon Market members before 
any 
negotiations on British 
entry can begin. Members are 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, the Nederland and 
Luxembourg. 
At the same time, opposition 
to De Gaulle's plans mounted on 
all sides of the NATO Alliance.

A ttars Committee also regis­ 
tered its disapproval, saying in 
a resolution

de Gaulle's decisions 
on NATO "compromise the se­ 
curity of France, the unity of 
Europe and Hie consolidation of 
peace." 
British Prim e Minister Harold 
Wilson sent De Gaulle a letter 
disputing the French leader's

Germany. 
West German Chancellor Lud­ 
wig Erhard told a meeting In 
Bonn that it would be unbeara­ 
ble for West Germany if a new 
kind of occupation statute were 
to be create J ab a result of a 
French pullout. 
Erhard said De Gaulle's stand' 
concerned the whole alliance 
and added that It was essential 
that West Germany stand fost 
with the other partners.

He 
adds, "Survival in an atomic 
age is not a function of the so­ 
called efficiencies of a cen­ 
tralized state. Dispersion is the 
key to survival; and thanks to 
our competitive, affluent econo­ 
my, we have that key."

We axe fortunate 
in havfngthe competitive, dis­ 
persed oil industry of which 
Mr. Caputo speaks.

ing with the Communist world, 
Ambassador 
Trevelyan said: 
“ What 
you 
Americans don't 
realize is that the more you 
.rlticize or oppose the Com­ 
munists, 
the more you help 
them. It keeps them together. 
“ The 
Communists are the 
most argumentative people in 
the world. They are always dis­ 
agreeing with each other. Given 
a chance, 
they’ll cut each 
other’s throats. 
You finally 
realized this in East Europe, 
and you let them alone. As a 
result the Czechs, the Poles, 
the Bulgars and the Hungarians, 
who never did like the Russians, 
are beginning to be more in­ 
dependent. 
“ In Asia you haven’t wakened 
up at all,” said the man who 
guided British policy for Rus­ 
sia. “ If you let the Vietnam­ 
ese alone, they would oppose 
China on their own. What you're 
doing is driving them into the 
hands of China. You have to 
rem em ber that Ho Chi Minh is 
the George Washington of South­ 
east 
Asia. 
He is 
highly 
respected, 
both in North and 
South Viet Nam. You failed to 
cash in on it by ostracizing 
Ho Chi Minh during the early 
phases of the war. Now it's 
too late to use him.” 
AF SECURITY RISK 
The Air Force isn't anxious 
to talk about it, but an officer 
engaged in security work has 
been murdered under circum­ 
stances which clearly show he 


was a security risk. 
The officer is Capt. Ray E. 
Moore, aide to Maj. Gen. Rich­ 
ard P. Klocko, commander of 
Air Force security at Lack­ 
land Air Force Base, Texas. 
Moore was found dead, stark 
naked 
except for his wrist 
watch, in his apartment. An 
empty champagne bottle was 
alongside the 
body. 
Airman 
Thomas Beranck of La Crosse, 
Wis., age 
19, was arrested 
with the captain's revolver. He 
has been charged with murder, 
which authorities deduce oc­ 
curred after or during a homo­ 
sexual act. 
The airman had been giving 
medical shots to Capt. Moore 
and was invited to 
Moore’s 
apartment, 
at 
which time 
Beranck says Moore got him 
drunk. He woke up to find him­ 
self nude with Moore molesting 
him. After the murder, Airman 
Beranck took the pistol, drove 
back to the base, fired the pis­ 
tol a couple of times in the 
air, and was picked up by m ili­ 
tary police. 
The big question is why an 
officer with homosexual ten­ 
dencies was kept on security 
work under General Klocko. 
D istrict Attorney Jam es Bar- 
lowe in San Antonio states that 
Airman Beranck will be tried 
for murder March 23. 
CAVALRY & HELICOPTERS 
Rep. Charles R. Jonas, R- 
N.C., listened for two hours to 
Defense Secretary Robert Mc­ 
Namara on military problems 
in Viet Nam at a meeting of the 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee. Finally he said: 
“ I have not been to Viet Nam. 
I did my military service on a 
horse and eot out when they 
dismounted the cavalry. The 
main conclusion I draw from 
what I have heard here is that 
if we were fighting the Indian 
War, with this modern, mech­ 
anized, sophisticated system, 
we would have lost it." 
“ You are talking about the 
Indian War such as we fought 
in the 1870’s and 1880’s?" in­ 
quired Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 


Staff. 
“ Yes," replied the congress­ 
man from North Carolina. 
“ I think we would have had a 
high degree of success fight­ 
ing an Indian War, particularly 
one that took place in the West, 
against the Sioux and the other 
mounted Indian 
W arriors," 
said Gen. Wheeler, "because 
horses do not like helicopters. 
We would have had a trem en­ 
dous advantage there.” 
U.S. PROPAGANDA 
The U.S. Information Agency 
has made very effective use of 
radio propaganda in South Viet 
Nam. 
It discovered that most Viet 
Cong recruits were signed up 
with the pledge that they would 
fight only in their own vil­ 
lages, would not be shipped to 
strange territory. It was also 
agreed that if anything happened 
to them, they would be buried 
at home. Home burial is a 
sacred tradition of the Viet­ 
namese family. 
So when Viet Cong are picked 
up, USIA broadcasts the names 
of their villages and the number 
of miles they were fighting away 
from home. And the countryside 
is reminded that the dead men 
are being buried a long way 
from home.

Tough Local Union Proves 
Itself Stronger Than U. S. Gov­ 
ernment. 
Washington, D. C.:~A mighty 
generous outfit istheL aborers' 
(hod carriers) International. 
It pays its aged president Joe 
Moreschi some $55,000 a year. 
And it does not appear to take 
as a personal insult the im­ 
prisonment of some of the tough 
men who have muscled their 
way through its ranks. 
One of the toughest is Paul 
H, Hulahan, who has more con­ 
nections 
than an 
automatic 
switchboard. When he 
was 
sentenced to 12 years in the 
federal 
penitentiary for ex­ 
torting money for the guarantee 
of labor peace, he was busi­ 
ness agent of the union’s local 
42, St. Louis. Then the judge 
said: 
“(Hulahan is) a menace to this 
community, and the people will 
sleep better with him away." 
Well, Hulahan is back now. 
And the crusading editors of 
the St. Louis Globe • Demo­ 
crat, as well as some of the 
businessmen, of that city (who 
were in Washington last week 
to talk to some of the govern­ 
ment agencies) report that he is 
trying to work his way back into 
the field. 
That would be unfortunate not 
only for the gateway city, but 
for the union and the labor move­ 
ment across the land. Local 42 
is tough enough — virtually 
an empire unto itself. It is evi­ 
dence of a phenomenon general­ 
ly unobserved by the public — 
a phenomenon truly worth un­ 
derstanding. 
It proves that the real power 
structure of the labor move­ 
ment is in its 60,000 locals 
down at the base in the baronies. 
Apparently, for example, it 
could not care less what the 
President of the U. S. and his 
Council of Economic Advisers 
have been saying about the wage 
guideiir.es 
in this 
wartime 
economy. 
The other day this small local, 
forced the St.Louis brick mason 
contractors to grant a $38-a. 
week package increase over 
three years. 
This contract calls for a 95- 
cent«an«hour hike -• 45 cents the 
first year; 30 cents the second 


and 20 cents the third. The 
first year's gain not only dis­ 
regards the wage guidelines of 
3.2 
and 
3.6 
per 
cent, but 
smashes them with a IO per cent 
increase. This, I believe, is 
the highest won in recent years, 
higher 
than 
that 
of the 
publicized northern New Jersey 
operating engineers. 


They swung this by striking 
the brick mason work at the 
new St. Louis ball park. With 
the stadium scheduled for its 
first home game on May 15, 
the hod carriers hit the bricks 
on Jan. 1st and were out al­ 
most IO weeks. 
They held up work on of­ 
fices, ticket booths, toilets and 
shafts. They struck other proj­ 
ects, and work on $160 million 
worth of construction slowed 
down, according to what the St. 
Louis contractors are telling 
the government people. 
During 
the 
bargaining the 
Local 42 negotiators did not 
exactly exhibit the 
suavity of 
Fletcher School of international 
diplomacy. 
Since late last year they would 
come into the room and say they 
wanted a hiring hall. This means 
centralized dispatch ofworkers 
and almost always falls under 
control of the union's most pow­ 
erful officers. 
They would grunt at the other 
side of the table and almost 
always would brush off discus­ 
sions of anything else. Finally, 
after almost two months of 
strike, they talked wages. 
But 
this 
is 
prelude. Now 
comes bargaining in St. Louis 
for the entire construction field 
with a May 1st deadline. Cer­ 
tainly the other unions are not 
going to overlook the $38 pack­ 
age 
won by Local 42 -- no 
more than the New York City 
civic service unions are over­ 
looking the Transport Workers 
$60 million bundle won there 
last January. Precedents are 
precedents. 
So, it is not the erudite dis­ 
cussions by labor, management 
and government economists and 
leaders in Washington which are 
decisive. 
It's 
the 
regional 
baronies. 
It's economic war lordism, 
that's what it is.

Dispersion is the 
key to survival; and thanks to 
our competitive, affluent econo­ 
my, we hav* thai key."

We axe forturutit- 
in having the competitive, dis­ 
persed oil industry of which 
Mr. Caputo speaks.

them. It keeps them together. 
“ The 
Communists are the 
most argumentative people in 
the world.

As a 
result the Czechs, the Poles, 
the Bulgars and the Hungarians, 
who never did like the Russians, 
are beginning to be more in­ 
dependent.

Tough Local Union Proves 
Itself Stronger Than U. S. Gov­ 
ernment. 
Washington, D. C .:«A mighty 
generous outfit istheLaborers* 
(hod carriers) International. 
It pays its aged president Joe 
Moreschl some $55,000 a year. 
And it does not appear to take 
as a personal insult the im­ 
prisonment of some of the tough 
men who have muscled their 
way through its ranks. 
One of the toughest is Paul 
H. Hulahan, who has more con­ 
nections 
than 
an 
automatic 
switchboard. When he 
was 
sentenced to 12 years in the 
federal 
penitentiary for ex­ 
torting money for the guarantee 
of labor peace, he was busi­ 
ness agent of the unions local 
42, St. Louis. Then the judge 
said: 
“(Hulahan is) a menace to this 
community, and the people will 
sleep better with him away." 
Well, Hulahan is back now. 
And the crusading editors of 
the St. Louis Globe • Demo­ 
crat, as well as some of the 
businessm en,of that city (who 
were in Washington last week 
to talk to some of the govern­ 
ment agencies) report that he is 
trying to work his way back into 
the field. 
That would be unfortunate not 
only for the gateway city, but 
for tb t onion sod tbs ll bor move­ 
ment across the land. Local 42 
is tough enough — virtually 
an empire unto Itself. It is evi­ 
dence of a phenomenon general­ 
ly unobserved by the public — 
a phenomenon truly worth un­ 
derstanding. 
It proves that the real power 
structure of the labor move­ 
ment is in its 60,000 locals 
down at the base in the baronies. 
Apparently, for example, it 
could not care less what the 
President of the U. S. and his 
Council of Economic Advisers 
have been saying about the wage 
guidelines 
in this 
wartime 
economy. 
The other day this small local, 
forced the St. Louis brick mason 
contractors to grant a $38«u 
week package increase over 
three years. 
This contract calls for a 95. 
cent«an4iour hike .. 45 cents the 
first year; 30 cents the second 


and 20 cents the third. The 
first year's gain not only dis­ 
regards the wage guidelines of 
3.2 
and 
3.6 
per 
cent, but 
smashes them with a IO per cent 
increase. This, I believe, is 
the highest won in recent years, 
higher 
than 
that 
of the 
publicized northern New Jersey 
operating engineers. 


They swung this by striking 
the brick mason work at the 
new St. Louis bail park. With 
the stadium scheduled for its 
first home game on May 15, 
the hod carriers hit the bricks 
on Jan. 1st and were out al­ 
most IO weeks. 
They held up work cm of­ 
fices, ticket booths, toilets and 
shafts. They struck other proj­ 
ects, and work on $160 million 
worth of construction slowed 
down, according to what the St. 
Louis contractors are telling 
the government people. 
During 
the 
bargaining the 
Local 42 negotiators did not 
exactly exhibit the 
suavity of 
Fletcher School of inter rational 
diplomacy. 
Since late last year they would 
come into the room and say they 
wanted a hiring hall. This means 
centralized dispatch of workers 
and almost always falls under 
control of the union's most pow­ 
erful officers. 
They would grunt at the other 
side of the table and almost 
always would brush off discus­ 
sions of anything else. Finally, 
after almost two months of 
strike, they talked wages. 
But 
this 
is 
prelude. Now 
comes bargaining in St. Louis 
for the entire construction field 
with a May 1st deadline. Cer­ 
tainly the other unions are not 
going to overlook the $38 pack­ 
age 
won by Local 42 ~ no 
more than the New York City 
civic service unions are over­ 
looking the Transport Workers 
$60 million bundle won there 
last January. Precedents are 
precedents. 
So, it is not the erudite dis­ 
cussions by labor, management 
and government economists and 
leaders in Washington which are 
decisive. 
It's 
the 
regional 
baronies. 
It's economic war lordism, 
that's what it is.

A 5«footer who because of his 
size couldn’t play basketball at 
the University of Illinois after 
competing in basketball, base­ 
ball and track at Lake View of 
Chicago, Saperstein organized 
the Harlem G lobetrotters, an 
ill-Negro team , which made its 
debut in Hinckley, 111., back in 
1927. 
Through the years, the clown- 
mg G lobetrotters caught on with 
their trick shooting and traveled 
through 87 counties while log­ 
ging five million m iles. 
Through the depression years, 
Abe stuck it out with his team 
despite the fact they had to 
travel in a Model T Ford and 
had to make the most of nothing 
for m eals. 
The G lobetrotters played in 
old movie houses with pot-bel­ 
lied stoves to keep warm, barns 
and basem ents and then ad­ 
vanced to New York, then Cali­ 
fornia in 1934. 
Gaining fame in the United 
States, the G lobetrotters went 
on world tours starting in 1950 
when they made their first Eu­ 
ropean trip.

And taxes could chop that figure 
to 840,000 or so. 
There will be no radio broad­ 
cast of the bout and the British 
Broadcasting Corp., which had 
contracted for a live telecast of 
the projected Clay-Ernie T er­ 
rell fight, said Tuesday it was 
not interested in the Clay-Chu- 
valo fight for an expensive re­ 
lay by Early 
Bird satellite. 
Closed-circuit television pro­ 
vides the biggest part of the 
loot for heavyweight title fights 
these days but the pickings may 
be small for this 5-1 and out (get 
5-1 on Chuvalo but can't bet 
Clay) bout which has been de­ 
nounced as a mismatch by sev­ 
eral boxing organizations. 
Main Bout, Inc., which owns 
the ancillary rights including 
closedcircuit television, origi­ 
nally iiad hoped to have more 
than 200 outlets for the televi­ 
sion. Mike Malitz, the executive 
vice-president of MBI, said the 
major 
theater 
chains which 
agreed to take the Clav-Terrell 
fight, have dropped out of the 
agreement. 
MBI could end up with just a 
handful of outlets. It could be 


that the promotion's share of 
the theater-TV gross may not be

Clay plans to appeal Ins I-A 
draft status in Louisville Thurs­ 
day.

By MURRAY R06E 
Associated Press Sports W riter 
Cassius Clay’s last fight in 
possibly a couple of years could 
turn out to be a financial bomb 
for the champion. 
As the heavyweight champion 
(except in World Boxing Asso­ 
ciation territory) prepared to 
leave Miami for a fateful meet­ 
ing with his Louisville draft 
board Thursday, most of the 
reports on finances concerning 
his defense against George Chu- 
valo seemed to be gloomy. 
Clay, or Muhammad Ail as he 
prefers to be called, could wind 
up with a gross purse of about 
S71,500 before taxes for his 15- 
rounder 
with 
the 
Canadian 
champion at the Maple Leaf 
Gardens in Toronto, March 29. 
And taxes could chop that figure 
to $40,000 or so. 
There will be no radio broad­ 
cast of the bout and the British 
Broadcasting Corp., which had 
contracted for a live telecast of 
the projected Clay-Ernie Ter­ 
rell fight, said Tuesday it was 
not interested in the Clay-Chu- 
valo fight for an expensive re­ 
lay by Early Bird satellite. 
Closed-circuit television pro­ 
vides the biggest part of the 
loot for heavyweight title fights 
these days but the pickings may 
be small for this 5-1 and out (get 
5-1 on Chuvaio but can’t bet 
Clay) bout which lias been de­ 
nounced as a mismatch by sev­ 
eral boxing organizations. 
Main Bout, Inc., which owns 
the ancillary rights including 
closedcircuit television, origi­ 
nally had hoped to have more 
than 200 outlets for the televi­ 
sion. Mike Malitz, the executive 
vice-president of MBI, said the 
major 
theater 
chains which 
aeried to take the Clav-Terrell 
fight, have dropped out of the 
agreement. 
MBI could end up with just a 
handful of outlets. It could be 


that the promotion’s share of 
the theater-TV gross may not be 
more than $100,000. 
The live fight in the Maple 
Leafs Gardens doesn’t figure to 
gross more than $200,000 at 
prices ranging from $7 to $100. 
Clay is contracted for 50 per 
cent of everything. Half of a 
$200,000 gate would be $100,000 
Canadian-or $93,000 American. 
Half of 
SI 00,000 ancillary pot 
would make his total $143,000. 
From this $153,000 Clay has to 
pay half to the Louisville spon­ 
soring group which manages 
him. The Louisville group pays 
expenses. 
So the unbeaten 24-year-old 
champ would have $71,500—be­ 
fore taxes—for his end. That’s 
not chicken feed but it’ s a sharp 
drop from the purses he re­ 
ceived for his two fights with 
Sonny 
Liston 
and 
one with 
Floyd Patterson. 
Ring 
Magazine 
estimates 
Ciav’ s purses for those three 
fights at 3360,000, 3480,000and 
3692,000. 
Clay plans to appeal his I-A 
draft status in Louisville Thurs­ 
day. If he accepts military serv­ 
ice, he’ll be out of action for at 
least two years. If he asks to be 
classed as a conscientous objec­ 
tor—and this is granted —he’ll 
still be out of boxing for a cou­ 
ple of years in non-military 
service. 
It was his statement following 
his draft reclassification from 
1-Y to I-A that apparently trig­ 
gered some of the earlier can­ 
cellations of tile theater TV.

some are covered by insurance 
paid for by former employers. 
One big cause may be just plain 
apathy. 
The medicare law stipulates 
that persons who were 65 or 
over by last Jan. I must signup 
for the doctors’ bills insurance 
by March 31 to qualify for the 
benefits when the program be­ 
comes effective July I. They 
will not have another chance 
until October 1967 and may have 
to pay more than $3. 
Those becoming 65 after Dec. 
31, 1965, may sign up for the 
medical care in a seven-month 
period beginning three months 
before the month in which they 
became 65. 
Social Security Administrator 
Robert M. Ball estimated last 
Friday that some 85 per cent of 
those eligible -- or about 16.2 
million -- would sign up by the 
March 31 deadline.

Confident

NEW YORK (AP) — The big 
stock market drop may have 
done some damage to consumer 
and business confidenece but so 
far there’s little evidence of it. 
Business plans to go on spend­ 
ing for expansion. And the total 
outlay grows larger with each 
tally. 
The decline in stock 
prices apparently is regarded 
as a passing event. 
Consumers bought more in 
February than in January. Con­ 
sumer instalment debt contin­ 
ues high with little but seasonal 
variations noted by the finance 
companies. 
So far as yet discernible, the 
-big dov. iturn in stock prices 
hasn’t hurt the general belief 
that the economy will continue 
to expand. But it may well have 
nipped any runaway speculative 
fever in both consumers and 
business. 
And if so, this would be wel­ 
comed by most government, 
business and banking leaders. A 
return to the caution that ruled 
the early years of the Soaring 
Sixties could be a good thing for 
everyone. 
Businessmen, for example, 
say they're going on increasing 
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the size of their inventories. But 
they plan to hold the increases 
to sm aller proportions than dur­ 
ing the final months of 1965. 
Then inventories soared rapid­ 
ly, leading many to fear that 
inflation fever had caught hold. 
Manufticturers raised invento­ 
ries by $1.7 billion in the last 
three months of 1965. In the first 
three months of this year they 
expect to add another billion to 
stocks of goods. But government 
economists are stressing not 
the billion gain but the $700 
million less in this quarter than 
in the preceding one. 
The billion increase is regard­ 
ed as a sign that business is ex­ 
pected to be enough better to 
require moderately larger in­ 
ventories. 
The $700-million 
slower pace is interpreted as 
meaning 
that 
manu&cturers 
aren’t out to hoard the raw ma­ 
terials they need because of fear 
that rapid inflation of prices is 
on the way. 
A fear that the economy was 
starting to overheat is one of the 
many reasons given for the al­ 
most steady decline of stock 
prices in February and the first 
nail of March. 
Tile announced intentions of 
businessmen to inc. ease spend­ 
ing for new plant and equipment 
seemed to feed this fear that the 
economy was taking off on a 
dangerous boom.

Their refusal is attributed to 
various causes: lack of infor­ 
mation, 
misunderstanding, a 
belief that the cost is too heavy, 
a constitutional dislike for “ so­ 
cialized medicine,” the fact that 
some are covered by insurance 
paid for by former employers. 
One big cause may be just plain 
apathy. 
The medicare law stipulates 
that persons who were 65 or 
Over by last Jan. I must signup 
for the doctors' bills insurance 
by March 31 to qualify for the 
benefits when the program be­ 
comes effective July I. They 
will not have another chance 
until October 1967 and may have 
to pay more than $3. 
Those becoming 65 after Dec. 
31, 1965, may sign up for the 
medical care in a seven-month 
period beginning three months 
before the month in which they 
became 65. 
Social Security Administrator 
Robert M. Ball estimated last 
Friday that some 85 per cento! 
those eligible -• or about 16.2 
million -- would sign up by the 
March 31 deadline. 
Ball said the 2.9 million per­ 
sons who have not responded 
include an estimated 1.5 million 
recipients of Social Security or 
railroad retirement benefits,

The voluntary medical plan is 
distinct from the basic medi­ 
care plan which covers mostly 
hosplta Heat ion and is available 
to O ld se s as a matter of right, 
without a sign-up to pay pre­ 
miums.

The plan does not pay all of 
these charges, however.

Confident 
Air in 
Nation

NEW YORK (AP) — The big 
stock market drop may have 
done some damage to consumer 
and business confidenece but so 
far there's little evidence of it. 
Business plans to go on spend­ 
ing for expansion. And the total 
outlay grows larger with each 
tally. 
The decline in stock 
prices apparently is regarded 
as a passing event. 
Consumers bought more in 
February than in January. Con­ 
sumer Instalment debt contin­ 
ues high with little but seasonal 
variations noted by the finance 
companies. 
So far as yet discernible, the 
-big downturn in stock prices 
hasn't hurt the general belief 
that the economy will continue 
to expand. But it may well have 
nipped any runaway speculative 
fever in both consumers and 
business. 
And if so, this would be wel­ 
comed by most government, 
business and banking leaders. A 
return to the caution that ruled 
the early years of the Soaring 
Sixties could be a good thing for 
everyone. 
Businessmen, for example, 
say they're going on increasing 
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the size of th eir Inventories. But 
they plan to hold the Increases 
to smaller proportions than dur­ 
ing the final months of 1965. 
Then inventories soared rapid­ 
ly, leading many to fear that 
inflation fever had caught hold. 
Manufacturers raised invento­ 
ries by $1.7 billion in the last 
three months of 1965. In the first 
three months of this year they 
expect to add another billion to 
stocks of goods. But government 
economists a re stressing not 
tile billion gain but the $700 
million less in this quarter than 
in the preceding one. 
The billion increase is regard­ 
ed as a sign that business is ex­ 
pected to be enough better to 
require m oderately larger in­ 
ventories. 
The $700-mtllion 
slower pace is interpreted as 
meaning 
that 
manufecturers 
aren't out to hoard the raw ma­ 
terials they need because of fear 
that rapid inflation of prices is 
on the way. 
A fear that the economy was 
starting to overheat is one of the 
many reasons given for the al­ 
most steady decline of stock 
prices in February andthe first 
half of March. 
The announced intentions of 
businessmen to inc. ease spend­ 
ing for new plant and equipment 
seemed to feed this fear that the 
economy was taking off on a 
dangerous boom. 
The announced intentions of 


manufacturers to go unbuilding 
up inventories lait at a hurly 
moderate pace would seem to 
show that they didn't expect the 


economic expansion to get out 
of hand. And it also would seem 
to show that they aren't, as yet, 
too im pressed by the ups and 
downs of the stock market.

Carelessness Can 
Poison Child 


GO TO CHURCH SUNDAY 


JEFFERSON CITY -- “ Who 
would poison a child? Any adult 
who carelessly fails to take 
the 
proper preventive mea­ 
sures may indirectly contribute 
to the accidental poisoning of 
a child,” Dr, L. M. Garner, 


acting director of the Mis­ 
souri Division of Health, warned 
today, 
Dr. Garner stressed that each 
year in tile United States, ap­ 
proximately 500 children, ages 
I to 5, die as the result of 


accidental poisonings. In Mis­ 
souri, there may be IO to 20 
deaths a year in this age group 
due to accidental poisonings. In 
addition to these tragic deaths, 
there are more than 600,000 
children in the United States 
who are accidentally poisoned 
and suffer serious injury or 
emotional reactions to the ex­ 
perience, he said. 
To alert parents and other 
adults to the dangers of ac­ 
cidental poisoning and to en­ 


courage them to take approp­ 
riate 
preventive pleasures, 
President Johnson, by a proc­ 
lamation has designated March 
20-26, 
1966, 
as 
“ National 
Poison Prevention Week.” The 
President noted that “ Poison 
kills only where there is no 
antidote.” But no antidote will 
ever take the place of precau­ 
tion, he said, for when precau­ 
tion is used, antidotes become 
unnecessary. 
In a supporting proclamation, 
Governor Hearnes urged Mis­ 
sourians to observe National 
Poison Prevention Week, March 
20-26, by making “household 
poison surveys.” Proper stor­ 
age of many household prod­ 
ucts, drugs and medicines which 
are potentially poisonous if not 
used as directed, will help safe­ 
guard the health and life of our 
children, the Governor said. 
The following rules, suggested 
by the Division of Health, should 
be observed carefully by those 
who wish to prevent poisonings. 
1. Keep all drugs, poisonous 
substances, 
and 
household 
chemicals out of reach of chil­ 
dren. 
2. Do not store nonedible prod­ 
ucts on shelves used for storing 
food. 
3. Do not transfer poisonous 
substance J to unlabeled con­ 
tainers. 
4. Never re-use containers of 
chemical substances. 
5. Do not leave food intended 
for disposal where children may 
get at it. (Certain meats, fish, 
fowl and egg dishes are espe­ 
cially dangerous.) 
6. Do not leave 
discarded 
medicines where they may be 
found by children or pets. 
7. Never tell children you are 
giving them candy when you 
are actually giving them medi­ 
cine. 
8. Read labels before using 
chemical products. 
9. Never take or 6ive medi­ 
cines in the dark. 
“ Accidental 
poisonings not 
only result in needless loss 
of lives,” Dr. Garner said, 
“ but the resultant permanent 
injury, in many cases, can be 
costly from the standpoint of 
money and human 
suffering. 
Prevention is more realistic 
than cure: Don’t risk poisoning 
a child, use appropriate caution 
in the handling and storage of 
all potentially dangerous prod­ 
ucts.”

Carelessness Can 
Poison Child 


GO TO CHURCH SUNDAY 


JEFFERSON CITY -- “ Who 
would poison a child? Any adult 
who carelessly fails to take 
the 
proper preventive mea­ 
sures may indirectly contribute 
to the accidental poisoning of 
a child,'' Dr. L. M. Garner, 


acting director of the Mis­ 
souri Div ision of Health, warned 
today. 
Dr. Garner stressed that each 
year in tile United States, ap­ 
proximately 500 children, ages 
I to 5, die as the result of 


accidental poisonings. In Mis­ 
souri, there may be IO to 20 
deaths a year In this age group 
due to accidental poisonings. In 
addition to these tragic deaths, 
there are more than 600,000 
children in the United States 
who are accidentally poisoned 
and suffer serious injury or 
emotional reactions to the ex­ 
perience, he said. 
To alert parents and other 
adults to the dangers of ac­ 
cidental poisoning and to en­ 


courage them to take approp­ 
riate 
preventive measures, 
President Johnson, by a proc­ 
lamation has designated March 
20-26, 
1966, 
as “ National 
Polson Prevention Week." The 
President noted that “ Poison 
kills only where there is no 
antidote." But no antidote will 
ever take the place of precau­ 
tion, he said, for when precau­ 
tion Is used, antidotes become 
unnecessary. 
In a supporting proclamation, 
Governor Hearnes urged Mis­ 
sourians to observe National 
Poison Prevention Week, March 
2u - 20, 
by 
making “ household 
poison surveys." Proper stor­ 
age of many household prod­ 
ucts, drugs and medicines which 
are potentially poisonous if not 
used as directed, will help safe­ 
guard the health and life of our 
children, the Governor said. 
The following rules, suggested 
bs the Uh is ion of Health, should 
be observed carefully by those 
who wish to prevent poisonings. 
1. Keep all drugs, poisonous 
substances, 
and 
household 
chemicals out of reach of chil­ 
dren. 
2. Do not store nonedible prod­ 
ucts on shelves used for storing 
food. 
3. Do not transfer poisonous 
substances to unlabeled con­ 
tainers. 
4. Never re-use containers of 
chemical substances. 
5. Do not leave food Intended 
for disposal where children may 
get .it it (C ertain meats, fish, 
fowl and egg dishes are espe­ 
cially dangerous.) 
6. Do not leave 
discarded 
medicines where they may be 
found by children or pets. 
7. Never tell children you are 
giving them candy when you 
are actually giving them medi­ 
cine. 
8. Read labels before using 
chemical products. 
9. Never take or *ive medi­ 
cines in the dark. 
“ Accidental 
poisonings not 
only result in needless loss 
of lives," Dr. Garner said, 
“ but the resultant permanent 
Injury, in many cases, can be 
costly from the standpoint of 
money and human 
suffering. 
Prevention is more realistic 
than cure.’ Don't risk poisoning 
a child, use appropriate caution 
In the handling and storage of 
all potentially dangerous prod­ 
ucts."

Basic Approaches in Yiet Nam 
Don’t Seem to Change Much 


EDITOR'S NOTE — The w rit­ 
e r of this analysis is a Pulitzer 
P rize winner who has been in 
Viet Nam since 1961 — longer 
than any other American c o rre ­ 
spondent. He was for three 
years chief of the A P bureau in 
Saigon and now is a free-lance 
w riter who rem ains close to the 
centers of activity.

SAIGON,

Nam 
(Ap) — There have been many 
changes in the names of m inis­ 
te rs, organizations, program s 
anc! personnel over the past few 
years in Viet Nam — but basic 
approaches do not seem to have 
changed much. 
Beyond the continuing m ili­ 
tary 
buildup 
and vastly in­ 
creased aid spending, there is 
nothing basically new in A m eri­ 
ca 's approach to the war. 
After the Honolulu conference 
between President Johnson and 
Vietnamese leaders, a newsman 
asked UJS. Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge: “ Was there any­ 
thing that we w eren't doing that 
we were missing that required 
this new em phasis?" 
Lodge 
replied: 
“ We were 
doing everything but most peo­ 
ple didn't know that we were 
doing it." 
Lodge's answer implied to 
many observers that the main 
reason for the Honolulu confer­ 
ence was public relations — 
keeping the American people 
informed about the war. 
Honolulu did throw the spot­ 
light on a new Vietnamese min­ 
istry , the “ department of revo­ 
lutionary development" headed 
by an energetic arm y officer, 
Maj. Gen. Nguyen Due Thang. 
The basic goal of the m inistry 
is to make Viet Nam safe for 
dem ocracy. 
In 1961, the com parable min­ 
istry under President Ngo Dinh 
Diem 's regim e was called the 
m inistry of civic action. It was 
headed by Ngo Trong Hieu, who 
has been in jail since the Nov. I, 
1963, m ilitary coup. 
The real boss of the m inistry's 
operations was Diem 's brother, 
Ngo Dinh Nhu. Nhu and the 
A m ericans hit on an ambitious 
and sweeping program called 
the 
strategic 
ham lets plan, 
aimed at grouping virtually all 
of Viet N am 's farm ers in rigidly 
controlled government ham lets. 
Washington was enthustiastic, 
and threw its weight behind 
strategic ham lets and Nhu. 
Within the U.S. aid mission in 
Saigon a new departm ent was 
created. This rural affairs divi­ 
sion was to procure anything 
from fertilizer to submachine 
guns needed by the strategic 
ha ini et s. 
The 
section 
was 
headed by a form er Central In­ 
telligence 
Agency 
official, 
Rufus Phillips, who had 
ex- 


perience fighting the Commu­ 
nist Huks in the Philippines. 
An “ ad hoc” committee was 
set up consisting of Deputy UJS. 
Am bassador William C. True- 
heart and Nhu to make sure the 
new American aid flowed di­ 
rectly to the ham lets without 
running afoul of Vietnamese 
bureaucracy and corruption. 
Directly under Trueheart on 
the American side were Phillips 
and the CIA station chief, John 
Richardson, who worked closely 
with Nhu. 
All that ended in the 1963 
coup. 
The strategic ham lets, hated 
from the outset by farm ers 
forced to live in them, were 
swiftly dismantled by the farm ­ 
e rs them selves, with active en­ 
couragement by the Viet Cong. 
Civic 
action 
underwent 
changes. The word “ pacifica­ 
tion," thought to be politically 
unpleasant in its connotations, 
was changed to “ rural recon­ 
struction." A new “ m inistry of 
rural construction” was creat­ 
ed. 
Some of the ideas behind s tra ­ 
tegic ham lets were retained, but 
the name was changed to “ new 
life ham lets." 
Trueheart, Phillips and Rich­ 
ardson all left Viet Nam, and 
President Diem and his brother 
Nhu were slain in the 1963 coup. 
Since then there have been 
countless political upheavals, 
coups and changes in planning. 
But there has a1 so been a return 
to a control group strikingly 
sim ilar to the Nhu-Trueheart 
com mittee. 
Many 
provincial 
officials have never adjusted to 
the new names and still call 
government-controlled ham lets 
“ strategic ham lets." 
This tim e, Deputy U£ . Am- 
bassador William Porter is ex­ 
ecutive chief of the American 
side. At the working level under 
Porter is Brig. Gen. Edward 
Lansdale, another form er CIA 
official, who was Phillips* boss 
in the anti-Huk campaign in the 
Philippines. Lansdale is gener­ 
ally credited with putting P re si­ 
dent Diem in power in 1954. 
Opposite 
Lansdale 
on the 
Vietnamese side is Gen. Thang, 
boss of the new “ department of 
revolutionary 
development." 
Lansdale and Thang seem to 
see eye to eye, as Richardson 
and Nhu did. And “ revolution" 
has a better ring in Vietnamese 
ears than “ pacification," even 
if they come to the same thing. 
One of tile most ambitious 
projects Lansdale and Thang 
have going is tile training of 
special cadres in methods of 
organizing the peasants politi­ 
cally. These cadres are given 
training basically sim ilar to 
that of Viet Cong political work­ 
ers and are sent out to operate 
in small politico - 
m ilitary 


team s. 
So far, 23,000 men and women 
a re trained for these special 
team s; the goal is to add 16,000 
this year. 
The making of friends and 
influencing 
of people, which 
these team s are expected to do, 
is aimed at countering identical 
work the Viet Cong has carried 
out for years. 
Unfortunately, the Viet Cong 
had a long head sta rt. 
All the while, more and more 
peasants 
are 
caught in the 
cro ssfire of w ar, losing their 
homes, property and lives. Ref­ 
ugees continue to stream out of 
the countryside to escape B52 
raids 
and 
ground 
fighting. 
There a re now more than 800,- 
000 of these refugees, most of 
them an economic drain on the 
government. 
The Viet Cong continues to 
strangle the flow of agricultural 
produce despite the opening of 
several 
key 
roads 
by U-S. 
troops. South Viet Nam, which 
in normal years had a large ex­ 
port surplus of rice, needs in­ 
creasing donations of American 
rice to keep its cities from 
starving. 
Food shortages 
disastrous 
inflation and gigantic 
budget 
deficits all are headed off by 
increasingly big injections of 
American aid, and all indica­ 
tions a re this load will grow 
heavier. 
One 
bright 
spot to which 
many officials point is the fact 
that there have been no coups in 
nearly a year and none is in 
sight at the moment. But there 
is a dark side even to this sta- 
bility. 
A civilian politician, who until 
recently actively tried to joe key 
for a position of authority, put it 
this way: 
“Let us be frank. Every sin­ 
gle aspect of South Viet Nam 's 
existence as a nation depends 
right now on Washington. The 
war is run by Washington, our 
economy is sustained by Wash­ 
ington. 
Without 
Washington, 
there would be nothing. There­ 
fore South Viet Nam is not re a l­ 
ly an independent country. Its 
chief executive is more or less 
an American official. No civil­ 
ian Vietnamese politician is 
much interested in taking over 
from Gen. Ky, because np one 
wants the job as things are 
now." 
Some political observers see 
danger in the lack of organized 
opposition to Ky. It means the 
war in Viet Nam is being polar­ 
ized between the A mericans and 
the Viet Cong without active 
participation of non-Communist 
Vietnamese, they argue. 
On the other hand, Ky's con­ 
tinued support by the majority 
of his generals means stability 
at 
least 
within 
the arm ed 


forces. 
With 
the American arm ed 
forces holding off big Viet Cong 
units and the Vietnamese m ili­ 
tary maintaining political sta­ 
bility, top planners hope Gen. 
Lansdale 
and his specialists 
will 
have 
time 
to 
make 
progress. 
L ansdale's unorthodox ideas 
have won him p r a i s e from rank­ 
ing associates here. Lodge has 
described him as “ a n a rtis t." 
Lansdale seem s willing to try 
anything that may help win the 
Vietnamese people over, includ- 
ing singing com m ercials. 
South Viet Nam for the past 
month has had its own televi- 
sion station. It broadcasts an 
hour a day from an American 
plane that circles Saigon. The 
program s, in Vietnamese, are 
joint efforts by American and 
Vietnamese psychological w ar­ 
fare specialists. 
The com m ercials are anti- 
Viet Cong slogans and som e­ 
tim es songs. 
But it all could collapselikea 
card house. 
A few new mem bers of tile 
Vietnamese government seem 
to be pushing hard for the same 
objectives as the A m ericans. 
But behind this handful of lead­ 
e rs, the faces that have occu­ 
pied k e y civil service offices for 
the 
past five years rem ain 
about the sam e. Only the names 
of 
the 
offices and slogans 
change. 
There have been gains on tile 
A m erican 
side thanks to the 
buildup, but to some they seem 
depressingly small compared 
with the effort. 
About IOO m iles of strategic 
Route 19 across the Vietnamese 
highlands lias been opened and 
kept open. To do that has tied 
down a division of American 
troops augmented by Koreans. 
Some other important roads 
have been opened. But 
Viet 
Nam, one of the richest rice 
producers in A sia, still has to 
import rice for the cities. The 
Viet Cong still throttles trans-

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Basic Approaches in Viet Nam 
Don’t Seem to Change Much

Honolulu did throw the spot­ 
light on a new Vietnamese min­ 
istry, the “ department of revo­ 
lutionary development" headed 
by an energetic army officer, 
Maj. Gen. Nguyen Due Thang. 
The basic goal of the ministry 
is to make Viet Nam safe for 
democracy. 
In 1961, the comparable min­ 
istry under President Ngo Dinh 
Diem's regime was called the 
ministry of civic action. It was 
headed by Ngo Trong Hieu, who 
has been in fail since the Nov. I, 
1963, m ilitary coup. 
The real boss of the m inistry's 
operations was Diem's brother, 
Ngo Dinh Nhu.

WASHINGTON - Sen. Stuart 
V. Symington of Missouri says 
that the United States policy in 
the Viet Nam war is clear.

the persistent themes of those 
who question tilts policy is that 
it is confused and unclear. It 
is to such critics that Iaddress 
my rem arks. For I find it hard 
to conceive a more clearly 
enunciated policy. 
“ For 70 years - starting with 
Lenin — the Communists have 
made a science of the study of 
seising power. We are dealing 
in Vietnam with the latest and 
most insidious technique which 
these studies have produced. 
“ The 
original 
Marxist. 
Leninist doctrine held that rev. 
olution will take place in 
in* 
dust rial 
countries. That doc. 
trine was tried out and proved 
faulty. No industrialized 
na. 
tlon has ever fidlen victim to 
the tactics then advocated. 
“ Lenin was the first to per* 
reive this and to point out that 
the greatest opportunity 
for 
revolution lay in backward and 
underdeveloped countries. He 
also perceived that war and the 
political, economic and social 
chaos 
which 
war produces 
create the best possible condi- 
tlons for revolution. In Lenin's 
words, war and chaos are “the 
midwife” of revolution. Russia 
and China were to prove this 
case. 
“ But the extension of Com* 
munism in Eastern Europe and 
North Korea after World War II 
was not the product of chaos, 
discontent, or mass uprising. 
It was accomplished by the Red 
Army at the point of a gun. 
“ Moreover the Communists 
learned after the war that the 
less developed countries were 
not so susceptible to Commu­ 
nist revolution as their theories 
proclaimed. Attempts to take 
power in Greece, in South Korea 
in 1948, in the Philippines, in 
Indonesia in 1948 and

Marshall died in 1835 after 34 
years as chief justice. He was 
not an intellectual, neither is 
Warren. Like Marshall, Warren 
is a tough-minded, practical 
man who is making the court a 
directly active force in Ameri­ 
can life and government. 
Their effect will last forever 
in this country. 
Before Marshall, who took his 
seat in 1801, the court had been 
so weak and little regarded that 
the very first chief justice, John 
Jay, a rich aristocrat,resigned 
to be governor of New York. 
After a few years on the 
court, Warren, who had been 
governor of California three 
times, said, “ I could not imag­ 
ine going back to the other life.” 
Marshall made the court as 
strong as the presidency or Con­ 
gress. He believed in the sover­ 
eignty of the federal govern­ 
ment over the states and in the 
sanctity of private property. His 
court protected both. 
The result was a strong cen­ 
tral government which other­ 
wise might have dwindled into a 
whisper. It laid the foundation 
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for the future America. 
Many times in the years that v 
followed, the court was wtshy ^ 
washy, timidly bowing to the ^ 
will of Congress or the White 
House, particularly after the 
uproar over the reactionary 
court which invalidated the ear­ 
ly part of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s New Deal. 
For example: In 1896 the J 
court ruled it was constitutional 
to segregate Negroes. In the , 
next 58 years the court chipped 
away at this but never quite got 
up the courage of saying the , 
1896 decision itself was un-. 
constitutional. 
President Dwight D. Eisen-^ 
hower appointed Warren chief, 
justice in 1953 anda few months 
later, on May 17, 1954, the nine.. 
justices unanimously knocked ‘ 
out segregation and the 1896 , 
ruling by outlawing segregation 
in public schools. 
Just getting unanimity among . 
the other eight justices on this 
was a great achievement for 
Warren. 
Congress had dillied and dal- * 
lied with civil rights legislation ”, 
more than a generation butnev- J 
er felt strongly enough about it 
to pass a law giving Negroes the 
rights due them under the la w . 
since 1875. 
In 1954 the court did what 
Congress had failed to face up 
to. It was denounced for this \ 
„ and later decisions. This didn’t 
disturb Warren. Marshall and 
his court had to endure the 
same thing. 
But once the court had acted 
in 1954, Congress passed one 
civil rights act after another 
and the court upheld them. 
Again Congress sat idly by 
while the rural populations of 
many states, outnumbered by 
the people in the cities, con­ 
trolled 
state 
legislatures 
through 
devices 
worked out 
many decades ago. 
The Warren court stepped in 
and forced a change, ruling that 
states must be redistricted for 
both houses of the legislature to 
assure all citizens equal repre­ 
sentation.

The Warren court has en­ 
forced the separation of church 
and state, and extended the 
guarantees of freedom from 
unreasonable searches and sei­ 
zures,

After a few years on the 
court, Warren, who had been 
governor of California three 
tim es, said, “ I could not imag­ 
ine going back to the other life.” 
Marshall made the court as 
strong as the presidency or Con­ 
gress. He believed in the sover­ 
eignty of the federal govern­ 
ment over the states and in the 
sanctity of private property. His 
court protected both. 
The result was a strong cen­ 
tral government which other­ 
wise might have dwindled into a 
whisper. It laid the foundation 
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for the future America. 
Many times in the years that ^ 
followed, the court was wlshy ^ 
washy, timidly bowing to the ^ 
will of Congress or the White 
House, particularly after the 
uproar over the reactionary 
court which invalidated the ear­ 
ly part of President Franklin D, 
Roosevelt's New Deal. 
For example: In 1896 th e ' 
court ruled it was constitutional 
to segregate Negroes. In the . 
next 58 years the court chipped 
away at this but never quite got 
up the courage of saying the * 
1896 decision Itself was un-, 
constitutional. 
President Dwight D. Eisen-* 
hower appointed Warren chief., 
justice in 1953 anda few months . 
later, on May 17, 1954, the nine t 
justices unanimously knocked * 
out segregation and the 1896 , 
ruling by outlawing segregation 
in public schools. 
Just getting unanimity among . 
the other eight justices on this 
was a great achievement for 
Warren. 
Congress had dulled and dal- ! 
lied with civU rights legislation ' 
more than a generation but nev­ 
er felt strongly enough about it 
to pass a law giving Negroes the 
rights due them under the law’ 
since 1875. 
In 1954 the court did what 
Congress had faded to face up 
to. It was denounced for this \ 
„ and later decisions. This didn't 
disturb W arren. M arston and 
his court had to endure the J 
same thing. 
But once the court had acted 
in 1954, Congress passed one 
civil rights act after another 
and the court upheld them. 
Again Congress sat idly by ’ 
while the rural populations of ^ 
many states, outnumbered by t 
the people in the cities, con-, 
trolled 
state 
legislatures ^ 
through 
devices worked out ' 
many decades ago. 
The Warren court stepped in 
and forced a change, ruling that , 
states must be redistricted for ’ 
both houses of the legislature to * 
assure all citizens equal repre- ' 
sedation. The court's rule was ’ 
one man, one vote. 
Hie Warren court has en­ 
forced the separation of church 
and state, and extended the 
guarantees of freedom from 
unreasonable searches and set- ’ 
zures, 
the 
privilege against 
self-incrimination, the right to 
counsel. 
The Marshall court had estab­ 
lished the right of the court to 
review any act of Congress or of 
ktatb ‘ctitift&j the fi#t~ of Coft-‘ 
gress 
to regulate interstate 
commerce. In short, it made the 
central government iron-clad. 
This enabled it to thrive and 
grow in strength. Without the 
Marshall court the American 
experiment might have ended in 
chaos. Without the Warren court 
the United States could hardly 
be the non-Communist world's 
leader, for if segregation re­ 
mained it would have made a 
farce of American talk of free­ 
dom.

When Lee C. Fine first came to 
Missouri as a young forester, 
he lived in a little Shannon Coun­ 
ty house where grass grew up 
through the warped 
green 
boards of the floor. 
His wife used to cut it off with 
her scissors. 
Those were dark depression 
days but Lee had a vision. He 
wanted to save the hills aud the 
trees, the land and the stream s 
so people could use and enjoy 
them. 
Now he's doing it as state di­ 
rector of parks. This practical 
dreamer is putting his ideas to 
work—often at minimum cost to 
the state. 
For example, severe floods 
recently ravaged Alley Spring, 
Big Spring and Round Spring 
state parks on. the Jac k's Fork 
and Current rivers. 
Roads, bridges, fences, picnic 
and 
camping facilities were 
swept away in the torrent. 
Fine put his persuasiveness to 
work and got help from the U. 
S. Forest Service, the State con­ 
servation Commission, 
the 
Highway Department and the Of­ 
fice of Economic Opportunity. 
With their help and the work of 
Park Department crew s,all will 
be in useable condition for visi­ 
tors this summer. 
Inmates of the Fordland hon­ 
or camp of the State Depart­ 
ment of Corrections a1 so a re be­ 
ing used in beautification and 
cleanup work at Bennet Spring 
state park near Lebanon and at 
the new Pornme de Terre res­ 
ervoir near Warsaw. 
Fordland men also refinished 
much of the furniture in the 
lodges at the state trout parks 
—Bennett Spring, Montauk, and 
Roaring River. The furniture 
was hauled to Fordland In park 
department trucks. 
Similarly, boys from the State 
Training School at Boonville 
work at Cuivre River state park 
near Troy. They lived in the 
group camping facilities in the 
winter time and in an old CCC 
camp during the summer. 
Soon another crew of 30 from 
the Boonville school will be 
working in development of the 
new Watkins Mill state park 
near Liberty, helping to build a 
group camp, roads and other fa­ 
cilities planned there. 
A federal matching grant of 
$20,000 to get the work started 
was approved last week. 
Tile Fordland men are paid $1 
a day for their work. The Boon­ 
ville boys get $15 a month. 
Fine is enthusiastic about the 
^project. He says it helps reha- 
bil.tate the men and boys and 
gives them a little stake to start 
on when they get lack in so­ 
ciety. 
And best of all, “ they're do­ 
ing work that needs to be done 
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Lee C. Fine 
and that we couldn't hire to get 
done because we have neither 
the funds nor the manpower. 
“ This program is allowing us 
to do many things that it would 
be impossible to do otherwise. 
A lot of it is hand labor and 
they've never made a machine 
yet that can pick up limbs and 
rocks." 
Fine Is negotiating now with 
officials of the Men's Training 
Center to do 
sim ilar work 
at Mark Twain state park near 
Paris, Mo. 
How do the local people feel 
about having prisoners working 


in their midst? 
“ Originally," Fine says, “ we 
had some resistance in almost 
every area. But the people soon 
found the men caused no tro­ 
ble and now they are welcomed. 
“ In fact, the men police them­ 
selves. They don't want any 
troublemakers to spoil things 
and they take care of their own 
problems." 
The 
Fordland 
men 
have 
proved themselves in another 
way. They have volunteered as 
forest fire fighters and have 
done yeoman service in the 
West Plains and Lake Ozark fire 
protection districtsasw ellasin 
neighboring communities. 
Aside from these projects, 
Fine has a broad program of 
park development laid out for 
this summer. 


With the explosive demand for 
more outdoor camping facili­ 
ties, camping development will 
be emphasized at ail the parks, 
including modern rest rooms 
and sewage facilities. 
Seven park water and sewage 
contracts are in various stages 
now in order to meet State 
Health Division standards. 
In addition, as many park 
roads as possible will be black­ 
topped this summer to cutdown 
the dust problem and make 
things more pleasant. 
One new road is being con­ 
tracted for the Trail of Tears 


park in Cape Girardeau county 
at an estimated cost of $30,000. 
It will lead to a Mississippi Riv­ 
er scenic overlook which Fine 
predicts will be one of the most 
beautiful views in Missouri. 
In addition to the rapid de­ 
velopment of the Watkins Mill 
area, Fine has summer work 
planned for Thousand Hills park 
near Kirksville. 
There a new residence will be 
built for an assistant superin­ 
tendent, the concession building 
will be enlarged and the swim­ 
ming beach will be improved. 
A new campground is in the 
works for Wappapello state park 
near Poplar Bluff. It will have 
its own water system, modern 
rest rooms and sewage system. 
There is no end to plans for 
the future as more millions of 
Americans take to the great 
outdoors. 


On the drawing boards is a 
master plan for a new state 
park at the Stockton reservoir, 
now 
being 
built 
on the Sac 
River. 
Similarly, plans are under 
way for an extension of Mark 
Twin park on the new Clarence 
Cannon (formerly Joanna) res­ 
ervoir on the Salt River. 
Fine hopes to have overnight 
camping facilities available this 
summer at the new Graham 
Cave park on 170 in Montgom­ 
ery County. 
Overnight 
camps also are 
planned for the Hawn outdoor 
recreation area near Ste. Gene­ 
vieve and the new St. Francois 
county park near Bonne Terre, 
with limited use this summer. 
Here's a brief rundown on oth­ 
er developments that are in the 
beginning stages: 
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A new concession building at 
Wakonda park near LaGrange. 
Development on a major park 
at the Rock Bridge Memorial 
park near Columbia, which will 
be the only one in Mid-Missouri. 
A new park at the home of 
Nathan Boone, son of the fa­ 
mous Dan'l Boone, near Spring­ 
field. 
Continued 
dredging of Big 
Lake in Holt county, authorized 
by the 1965 legislature. Fine 
says the work is “ progressing 
very well—in fact, better than 
we expected." 
Almost doubling the size of 
Wallace state park near Cam­ 
eron Just off 135. 
Rehabilitating two swimming 
pools at Knob Noster park near 
Warrensburg to Bonne wants to 
be ready with a park system 
that will help them enjoy the 
hills and the woods, the lakes 
and stream s. 
He is making those long ago 
dreams come true.

Red Chinese Leaders 
Become Reactionary

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Red Chinese leadership, old now 
and inflexibly set in its ways, 
makes noises like a revolu­ 
tionary force but has become a 
reactionary one. It has hap. 
pened before in this century. 
In the Soviet Union, Stalin, 
once he took charge, became a 
reactionary, murderous force, 
as his successors admitted lat­ 
er. The Russian people may 
have improved a bit econom­ 
ically under him but freedom 
became a joke and terror away 
of life. 
Because he remained inflexi­ 
ble in his hostility and ambi­ 
tions, the Western world had its 
containment policy which held 
him tight. 
Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., 
figures the average age of the 
present Chinese leaders is 68. 
Together in the 1920s and 1930s 
they dreamed of their revolution 
and takeover and made both a 
reality in 1949. 
They made a true revolution 
in their homeland and for mil­ 
lions of their poor and hungry 
countrymen 
it was probably 
good. 
But, like Stalin, they 
gradually became a menace to 
the world, and certainly to all of 
Asia. 
It is possible their successors, 
like Stalin's, may be more rea­ 
sonable and modern and that 
the whole world then can enter 
a more peaceful era. 
But it is hard to see any such 
change, so long as the present 
leadership survives, 
despite 
any hopes of American Chinese 
scholars or the Johnson ad­ 
ministration. 
And outside its borders this 
leadership has been inept. In its 
zeal to spread communism out­ 
side China it has made one 
mess after another. It can't 
even get along with other Com­ 
munist states, much less West­ 
ern ones.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tile 
Red Chinese leadership, old now 
and lnflexiUy set in its ways, 
makes noises like a revolu­ 
tionary force but has become a 
reactionary one. It has hap­ 
pened before in this century. 
In the Soviet Union, Stalin, 
once he took charge, became a 
reactionary, murderous force, 
as his successors admitted lat­ 
er. The Russian people may 
have improved a bit econom­ 
ically under him but freedom 
became a joke and terror away 
of life. 
Because he remained inflexi­ 
ble in his hostility and ambi­ 
tions, the Western world had its 
containment policy which held 
him tight. 
Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., 
figures the average age of the 
present Chinese leaders is 68. 
Together in the 1920s and 1930s 
they drea med of their revolution 
and takeover and made both a 
reality in 1949.

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Red China Not Ready to 
Join U.N., Senator Says 


Society Threatening to Run 
Away from Judicial System 


WASHINGTON—American ob­ 
servers in the Far East, as 
stated in views given to Sena­ 
tor Stuart Symington (D-Mo) 
during a six-week trip there in 
December and January, do not 
believe that “ the present dog­ 
matic leadership of Red China” 
would accept membership in the 
United Nations, even if invited, 
as long as the Chinese nation­ 
alists are members. 
“ Red China is in a mood to 
trade with her 
‘lesser ene­ 
m ies’,” Symington was told in 
Hong Kong, but would not trade 
with the United States unless 
“ they 
absolutely 
needed the 
commodity in question.” 
These views are presented in 
the final 68-page report on his 
trip, with portions heavily cut 
by the Department of Defense 
for security reasons, released 
today by the Missouri Senator, 
the only Senator who is a mem­ 
ber of both the Armed Serv­ 
ices and Foreign 
Relations 
Committees. The complete re­ 
port, including the 122 pages 
on his ten-day visit to Viet­ 
nam, released on February 20, 
had previously been filed with 
Chairmen Russell and Fulbright 
of those two committees. 
Symington reports that Amer­ 
ican observers in Hong Kong, 
which he has described as one 
of the most important free world 
windows to Red China, believe 
that for the South Vietnamese- 
U.S. effort in Vietnam to be 
successful, 
“ North 
Vietnam, 
not China, must be convinced 
it (aggression) was all a losing 
proposition.” 
“ We asked how Peiping looks 
at the situation in Vietnam. The 
reply: Peiping believes Vietnam 
is the test case of the people's 
war, but the people of North 
and South Vietnam must do it 
themselves with material a s­ 
sistance 
from 
Communist 
China,” Symington stated. 
“ Representatives 
felt 
that 
China can influence things on 
her perimeter, but not at any 
great range. Example, China 
has not remained in power in 
Cuba. China is using other revo­ 
lutions to enhance her power, 
but some of these revolutions 
are starting to cancel out. She 
has made serious mistakes in 
the Afro-Asian bloc. Indonesia 
is a real reverse, but not as 
bad as the reverse suffered 
when Stalin’s policies were cast 
out by the Soviet Union. How­ 
ever, they feel they can take 
these reverses as they build 
up their special weapons.” 
The sections released today 
covering Symington’s trip to 
Japan, Korea, Okinawa, Taiwan 
and Hong Kong, also report full 
backing of the U.S. position 
in 
Vietnam 
among 
South 
Koreans, signs of progress to­ 
ward economic self-sufficiency 
in that country and Okinawa, 
and 
a healthy alliance with 
Japan. Excerpts from the day- 
to-day summary 
of briefings 
received and observations made 
by the Missouri Senator, for­ 
mer Secretary of the Air Force, 
include: 
Dec. 20-22, Japan--“ Japan is 
vital to U.S. interests because 
of its strategic location on the 
rim of the Pacific, its indus­ 
trialization, its leadership in 
shipbuilding, and the fact it is 
a showcase for democracy. 
“ The current treaty between 
our 
two countries, in effect 
since 
1960, states that after 
1970 there may be re-negotia­ 
tions after a one-year notice. 
Newspapers and leftish ele­ 
ments are playing this up as 
the year of ‘truth’. (12/22 - p. I) 
“ In essence, 60 percent of the 
voting population state now that 
they want the United States to 
continue to assist Japan, and 
40 percent do not or say they 
do not. (12/22 - p. 2) 
“ Japan is considered essential 
to the United States defense; and 
It can be stated that our al­ 
liance is healthy. 
“ Currently the Japanese mili­ 
tary appropriations are only 
about IO percent of their total 
budget, as against some 65 per­ 
cent of ours. They have a nu­ 
clear industry and would like to 
orbit a satellite. Under the Re­ 
search and Development Pro­ 
gram, there has been a coopera­ 
tive exchange of technical data 
since 1962. There’s also a Sci­ 
entist 
Exchange 
Program. 
(12/22 - p. 4, 5) 
“ Dry-dock and shipping fa­ 
cilities are very good in Japan, 
to the point where today Japan 
is the largest shipbuilding na­ 
tion in the world. (12/22 - p. 8) 
Dec. 
23, 
Korea -- 
“ The 
Koreans were described as 85 
percent literate, easily trained, 
who have a great capacity for 
retention 
of what they have 
learned. As one example, the 
Koreans are able to perform 
4th echelon maintenance on jet 
fighters. They have a recep­ 
tivity to new ideas. The Koreans 
are now able to export cement, 
and they have a 
substantial 
hydro-electric setup. The gross 
national product is $2.5 billion 
a year, with an $80 to $90 per 
capita income. (12/23 - p. I) 
“ The (Korean) people nowa­ 
days are better off, quality of 
the goods produced is increas­ 
ing, deficits are declining, and, 
as a result, our help is de­ 
clining. 
“ They don’t yet plow dollars 
back into their businesses. They 
have periods of serious infla­ 
tion. There is a stabilization 
program currently in effect, 
however, and this has reduced 
the inflationary spiral. Presi­ 
dent Park supports this in full. 
“ Korea should be more self- 
sustaining in the future. 
The 


basic economic problem is not 
one of survival, nor of outside 
aid, but how to mobilize inter­ 
nally. 
“ There is total support in 
Korea for the U.S. position in 
Vietnam. If they were to give 
us any advice, it would be to 
hit harder. (12/23 - p. 2) 
“ The Republic of Korea Army 
is the fifth largest standing 
Army in the world. (12/23 - p.5) 
“ Of concern to us in the past 
several months has been the 
increased infiltration of enemy 
agents into South Korea. The 
North Korean intelligence ser­ 
vices have been extremely ac­ 
tive this year in dispatching 
agents 
into the Republic of 
Korea, and this type of sub­ 
versive activity is a definite 
threat to the security of the 
Republic of Korea. These agents 
infiltrate across the Demarca­ 
tion Zone and come in by sea 
from North Korea and Japan. 
They are well armed, and are 
very aggressive. They do not 
hesitate to murder to prevent 
disclosure. (12/23 - p. IO) 
“ ROK deployment of a combat 
division to South Vietnam this 
past fall was in addition to a 
ROK mobile surgical hospital 
and a ROK construction task 
force, deployed to Vietnam in 
1964 and early 1965. (12/23 - 
p. 23) 
“ Reports received in Korea 
indicate that these forces are 
doing an outstanding job. Ob­ 
servers from Korea who have 
visited the Capitol Division at­ 
test to their professional skill. 
They have participated in nu­ 
merous search and destroy op­ 
erations and have given a good 
account of themselves. 
“ It is a general belief that 
deployment of the Capitol ROK 
Division to Vietnam will have 
a great impact on the ROK 
Armed Forces, and the coun­ 
try of Korea as well. Not only 
will the experience gained in 
Vietnam be beneficial to their 
armed forces, but also it gives 
them a tremendous feeling of 
pride to make a successful 
contribution to the effort in 
Southeast Asia. (12/23 - p. 24) 
Dec. 24, Korea--“ We moved 
up to the outpost of the DMZ, 
overlooking T-Bone Hill, where 
the details of the concrete im- 
placement were shown. Using 
various 
observation devices, 
we looked at the demarcation 
line, the center tape, also the 
blue tape two kilometers to the 
south, and looked over North 
Korea. The model Korean prop­ 
aganda village was pointed out, 
also a burnt out hulk of a tank 
left in the vicinity since the 
Korean War. We then returned 
to the 7th Division area 
at 
Camp Casey, where we had 
Christmas Eve 
dinner with 
troops of the 7th 
Division. 
(12/24 - p. 6) 
Dec. 25, Korea -- “ We visited 
a typical Korean home in a 
village adjacent to Camp Casey. 
Noteworthy about this visit was 
the extreme poverty evident, 
even in this middle class Korean 
farmer’s home. The rooms were 
meagerly protected from the 
elements; and it was very cold, 
inside as well as outside. We 
were shown the various farm 
implements, also the jars in 
which Kimchi, the native dish 
of 
fermented 
cabbage, 
was 
made and kept over the winter. 
(12/25 - p. I) 
“ From Camp Casey, we went 
by helicopter to OP Bort on the 
DMZ. 
“ The North Koreans are not 
gaining any military advantage 
from their petty violations of the 
DMZ. Patrol activities in the 
DMZ were described. We in­ 
spected the equipment of a pa­ 
trol moving out. Action of enemy 
infiltrators were described. 
“ It was mentioned that a Pur­ 
ple Heart is not now awarded 
to individuals wounded in Korea. 
We recommended this be taken 
up with the Department of De­ 
fense. (12/25 - p. 2) 
“ Later 
on this 
Christmas 
morning 
we attended chapel 
services at Camp Young. After 
the services we travelled to 
Company C, 2nd Battalion, 23rd 
Infantry out on the front where 
we 
had 
Christmas 
dinner. 
(12/25 - p. 3) 
Dec. 26, Okinana--“ Okinawa 
is important to the Army and 
Marine Corps because of its 
strategic location. The island 
has good jungle training areas, 
ideal for practicing counter­ 
guerrilla warfare. Ranges will 
handle 
155 
mm. 
artillery. 
(12/26 - p. 3) 
“ Prices have remained rela­ 
tively fixed since World Warn, 
but the standard of living has 
gone up three times what it 
was 
before. Okinawa exports 
sugar. All of it goes to Japan. 
Okinawans do like California 
rice. It is expected that im­ 
ports of that rice should rise 
in the future. Life expectancy 
is almost up to U.S. standards. 
(12/26 - p. 6) 
“ We then toured the Island, 
including, a stop at the little 
island of Ie Shima. As Assistant 
Secretary of War, I dedicated 
the Ernie Pyle Memorial twenty 
years ago. Then we left for 
Taipei, Taiwan. (12/26 - p. 6,7) 
“ There was consensus of opin­ 
ion that this island furnishes 
us with very valuable informa­ 
tion as to what is going on in 
Red China. (12/26 - p. 7) 
Dec. 27, Hong Kong — “ We 
asked what were the prospects 
for trade with the Chinese. The 
people at the Consulate were 
fairly sure that under no cir­ 
cumstances would Red China 
trade with us, except if they 
absolutely needed the commo­ 


dity in question. On wheat, if 
at the 
market 
price, they 
wouldn’t take the deal; probably 
wouldn’t take it even below the 
world price. If we removed the 
restrictions on medical sup­ 
plies, they might pick up some. 
“ The answer is politics. They 
are in a mood to trade with 
their lesser enemies. (12/27 - 
P. I) 
“ We asked what the Chinese 
Communists would do if we said 
they could enter the United Na­ 
tions. The consulate said first 
they would ask the status of the 
Republic of China, and wouldn’t 
come in unless the Chi Nats 
were put out. Lately they have 
been talking against the United 
Nations a great deal. 
“ We asked, suppose Chiang 
Kai Shek and his government 
were put off the Security Coun­ 
cil. Would that make any dif­ 
ference, especially if the Chi 
Coms were put on the Security 
Council. The answer was a 
flat no. The Republic of China 
would have to get out. This of 
course would mean reversing 
the tables on who the aggressor 
was against the United Nations 
in Korea. (12/27 - p. I, 2) 
“ In 1960, Red China had two- 
thirds of her trade with Com­ 
munist countries. Now she con­ 
ducts two-thirds with non-Com- 
munist 
countries. 
Reasons: 
First, the Soviets pretty much 
pulled out of China, supporting 
and trading; second, the so­ 
called “ great leap forward” 
slumped. Now they have a policy 
of 
relative 
national 
self- 
reliance, and are trying not to 
depend on any one big supplier 
from the outside. 
“ The present dogmatic lead­ 
ership of Red China is an ag­ 
ing leadership. It was noted 
that each of the present leaders 
came up together in the Chi­ 
nese Long March system. The 
new leaders coming up probably 
won’t have such close comrade­ 
ship, nor will they have as great 
depth. (12/27 - p. 3) 
Inflation 
Curbs 
Sought 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Is infla. 
tion already here or just a round 
the corner? In this, second of 
two articles, Sam Dawson, AP 
business news analyst, points 
out the present signs of inflation 
and outlines what is being done, 
or could be done, to halt it.

NEW YORK (AP) — Talk 
about inflation, present or im­ 
pending, is spurring a two­ 
pronged search. One is for any 
and all signs of inflation. The 
other is for methods of warding 
it off or controling it. 
As the cost of living rises and 
the pundits argue about the 
meaning of this, here are some 
answers to questions that may 
be bothering you: 
Q—What are today’s signs of 
incipient inflation? 
A — The unemployment rate 
is 3.7 per cent of the labor force, 
lowest since November 
1953. 
Skilled labor shortages are ap­ 
pearing, sending overtime pay­ 
rolls up. Unions are raising 
their wage demands. CXitputper 
man hour of labor is increasing 
only slowly now, where it was 
zooming upward a year or two 
ago. Many raw material prices 
have edged up. Firm s are build­ 
ing up inventories, some fearing 
either 
shortages 
or further 
price increases ahead. Demand 
for finished goods has taxed 
the capacity of some industries 
and delivery tim es are being 
stretched out as order back­ 
logs mount. 
Q — What about the monetary 
signs of inflation? 
A — Interest rates are rising 
as the demand for loans in­ 
creases despite a marked in­ 
crease in the supply of money 
and credit since last summer. 
Consumers are spending a larg­ 
er percentage of their income 
and saving a smaller share — 
although personal income has 
soared so high that the totals for 
both spending and saving are at 
record highs. 


q — what steps are the mon­ 
ey managers taking to ward off 
inflation? 
A — The Federal Reserve 
Board has raised interest rates. 
It also is tightening money by 
shrinking 
the free reserves 
which banks can use to make 
loans to business and to con­ 
sum ers. The idea is to restrain 
mildly the urge to borrow and to 
spend. 
q — what is tile government 
doing about inflation? 
A — Asking Congress to in­ 
crease tax collections this year. 
This would leave less for indi­ 
viduals 
and 
corporations to 
spend now. The President also 
is urging labor and manage­ 
ment to observe guidelines hold­ 
ing down wage an# price 
in­ 
creases. 
A — The President is asking 
the Congress to be ready to vote 
higher taxes quickly if inflation 
becomes obvious. This would 
leave less money to chase the 
available goods. Some think the 
Federal Reserve should make 
money and credit still tighter. 
This would involve still higher 


WASHINGTON (AP) — To­ 
day’s 
high-powered 
society 
threatens to run away from the 
creaking machinery of the fed­ 
eral judicial system. It faces a 
“legal explosion.” 
In an attempt to meet the 
problem, 
Congress approved 
this week a bill to create 43 new 
federal 
Judgeships in those 
states and appellate circuits 
where case backlogs have risen 
nearly out of sight. 
The change, if approved as 
expected by President Johnson, 
will depart from tradition in at 
least one way by overstepping 
the unwritten nine-judge limit 
on Courts of Appeals. It will add 
four temporary seats to the 
South’s 5th Circuit, where civil 
rights litigation has soared in 
recent years. 
But in the eyes of some of the 
federal judiciary’s kneest ob­ 
servers — including some of its 
judges — further departure and 
greater reform are urgently 
needed. The federal courts, in 
their view, must be made re 
sponsive to modern times if 
they 
are to 
cope with the 
mounting litigation to be expect­ 
ed in a nation whose population 
— now 194 million — has been 
projected to 437 million by the 
year 2010. 
An increase in judges, alone, 
is widely regarded as a short­ 
sighted approach to a broad 
problem. Little headway has 
been made against case back­ 
logs since 73 new judgeships 
were created in 1961. Some of 
these judgeships have not been 
filled. 
L ess than a year ago, Chief 
Justice Earl Warren cautioned, 
“ We cannot afford to go on pyr­ 
amiding judgeships periodically 
without making our judicial sys­ 
tem responsive to and part of 
the times in which welive.” 
The burden of the lower feder­ 
al courts also has snowballed. 
Whether manpower or faulty 
organization is at fault, the fed­ 
eral courts have been unable to 
keep up with the mounting vol­ 
ume of judicial business. And 


interest rates to discourage 
borrowing, whether to build a 
new plant, buy a new car or to 
buy a new home by means of a 
mortgage. 
Q — But if in the days ahead 
wholesale and consumer prices 
rise still more rapidly, what is 
likely to happen? 
A — Some consumers might 
put 
off 
buying 
high-priced 
goods, especially those they can 
easily 
do without. Business 
might hold up some of its plans 
for building plants or buying 
new equipment. Demands for 
higher wages to meet rising 
prices would become more in­ 
sistent. 
Price increases on 
American goods could cut UJ>. 
exports, swell the deficit in the 
balance of payments, and weak­ 
en the status of the dollar. 


one frequent target for criti­ 
cism has been the practice 
of 
elderly Judges to remain on the 
job. For most of these, old age 
brings a necessary slowdown. 
Federal 
judges, under the 
Constitution, serve during their 
good behavior — which usually 
means for life. 
Since the vast majority of fed­ 
eral judgeships are the cap­

“ senior judges” at 70, opening 
the way for appointment

tinue to assist , in its work. 
Congress ignored the sugges­ 
tion, although a Senate subcom­ 
mittee is studying the problem 
of 
removing 
incompetent 
judges. 


Proposals have been heard to 
revise judicial procedures to 
eliminate duplication and cut 
down the number of hours a 
judge must spend poring over 
details 
that 
someone lower 
down could process. 
All of these proposals have 
been 
aimed 
at 
making 
the 
courts more responsive to a 
fest • moving fast - growing 
society.

The administration has made 
no hard and fest decisions on 
specific taxes that might be pro­ 
posed. 
But Treasury officials are now 
looking into possible 
action 
which might be taken if — and 
it’s a big if — the administra­ 
tion feels a tax boost might be 
necessary. 
President Johnson has said 
Congress and the administra­ 
tion should be ready to 
act 
quickly if a tax boost is needed 
to reduce purchasing power and 
take some steam out of 
an 
overheating economy. 
Neutrality is the key to Treas­ 
ury Department thinking on tax 
policy at this point. This means 
that if any quick adjustment in 
taxes is needed, the existing tax 
structure should remain un­ 
changed. In other words, the tax 
burden 
shouldn’t 
be shifted 
from one group of taxpayers to 
another. 
Any 
shift in tax burdens, 
Treasury tax experts feel, is a 
complex problem with deep­ 
seated feelings usually accom­ 
panied by lengthy congressional 
attention and public debate. 
There 
won’t 
be time for 
lengthy debate if a tax increase 
is to be used as an anti-infla­ 
tionary tool. 
A Senate-House economic sub­ 
committee will soon look into 
possible ways to raise taxes if 
they have to be boosted to fight 
inflation. President Johnson and 
the Treasury welcome the hear­ 
ing. 
In line with the Treasury’s 


neutrality thinking, any tax in­ 
crease plan probably would be 
designed to raise the tax bur­ 
dens of individuals and corpora­ 
tions a proportionately equal 
amount — depending on how 
much purchasing power the ad­ 
ministration wanted to remove 
from the economy. 
One possibility would be a I 
per cent boost in individual 
rates — from 14 to 15 per cent in 
the lowest bracket, for example 
— and a 2 per cent increase in 
corporate rates — from 48 to 50 
per cent. 
This could yield about $4 bil­ 
lion a year. 
The Treasury reportedly is 
leaning against a suspension in 
the 7 per cent investment credit 
for business as part of any 
package but there has been 
pressure for it, the latest an un­ 
successful attempt by Sen. Al­ 
bert Gore, D-Tenn., to make it a 
part of the administration tax 
measure expected to receive 
final 
congressional approval 
this week. 
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That measure would suspend 
reductions in car and telephone 
excise taxes which went into 
effect Jan. I and speed up col­ 
lections of individual and corpo­ 
rate taxes, bringing in an esti­ 
mated $6 billion over the next 
two years. The administration 
wants to see what effect this has 
on the economy before taking 
any further action. 
An excess-profits tax-which 
vas used during World War II 
md the Korean conflict— is not 
In the Treasury’s thinking this 
time. It is too hard to adminis­ 
ter and contains too many ex­ 
emptions, 
some 
tax experts 
feel. It is also generally con­ 
sidered a wartime measure. 


KENNETT - Specialist Fifth 
Class Jerry Lynn McGill, 25- 
year-old Dunklin countian, who 
has just returned from the war 
in Viet Nam, believes the U.S. 
must triple the number of com­ 
bat troops before communists 
can be defeated in that South­ 
east Asian country. 
The Campbell form er G.I. is 
convinced U.S. forces must be 
materially increased if com­ 
munist forces are to be over­ 
come. While the U.S. has as­ 
signed some 
235,000 
men to 
Viet Nam, only 65,000 to 70,- 
000 are actually combat troops, 
while 
the remainder are pri­ 
m arily 
support and supply 
troops. 
The former member of the 
famed 101st Airborne places the 
number of 
combat troops re­ 
quired at 200,000. “ Militarily 
we’re just holding 
our own at 
the moment,” he declares, con­ 
vinced 
the war will continue 
to drag along at the same pace 
until our combat troop com­ 
mitment is tripled. 
Specialist McGill, a senior de­ 
molition expert with the First 
Brigade 
of the airborne unit, 
killed at least four enemy sold­ 
iers, and quite possibly several 
more, during his tour of duty 
in Viet Nam. During battle it’s 
hard to tell which bullet strikes 
which soldier, he points out, but 
he has four kills to his record. 
Most 
of the skirmishes 
in 
which the Dunklin countian was 
engaged 
were 
the result of 
intelligence reports of North 
Vietnamese or Viet Cong con­ 
centrations of arm s and equip­ 
ment 
many miles from base 
camp. When this news was re­ 
ceived, McGill’s brigade would 
move out to destroy 
as many 
troops as possible and capture 
the enemy’s equipment. 
But 
even when this 
was 
successful, 
the soft-spoken 
Dunklin countian notes, the U.S. 
troops would pull back to their 
base at Phan Ran rather than 
deploy men in remote jungle and 
mountain areas. 
The war in Viet Nam is dis­ 
couraging from several stand­ 
points, Specialist McGill points 
out. First of all, “ We 
didn’t 
know who we 
were fighting, 
that is, we 
don’t always know 
who the enemy is and who our 
friends are.” Secondly the lack 
of combat troops makes it im­ 
possible to hold remote areas 
once 
the enemy has been de­ 
stroyed or has retreated. 
Another discouraging part of 
the 
war 
is the enemy’s ef­ 
fectiveness in 
utilizing 
the 
confused 
political 
situation 
along with the strange terrain. 
Die much-publicized Vietcong 
tunnels, for example, can hide 
scores of troops and it is al­ 
most 
impossible 
to destroy 
them even when U.S. troops are 


on top of the tunnels. Some of 
these tunnels can hold IOO men; 
in one instance, Specialist Mc­ 
Gill flushed 
30 enemy troops 
from a cave through demolition 
charges 
and 
flame throw­ 
ers. But the caves are so ex- 
pertly mined and booby-trapped 
that it is difficult 
if not im­ 
possible for our troops to en­ 
ter many of them. 
Still another discouraging fac­ 
tor in the war effort is the lack 
of concern 
by the South Viet­ 
namese 
themselves. 
“ They 
don’t 
care how the war is go­ 
ing,” the Dunklin countian ex­ 
plains. “ They just want to farm 
and be left alone.” It is not un­ 
common for South Vietnamese 
to supply food to both sides in 
an effort to remain neutral in the 
armed clash. 
Despite the discouragement, 
morale is generally high among 
U.S. 
troops, 
McGill 
said. 
Troops generally spend 
one 
year 
on their Viet Nam tour, 
and while soldiers are anxious 
to return home, they are also 
anxious 
to see their military 
mission 
successfully com­ 
pleted, 
the former G.L 
de­ 
clares. 
The war effort there is con­ 
siderably hampered by the lack 
of close cooperation from the 
South Vietnamese 
and the in­ 
ability 
of troops to recognize 
friends from enemies. While the 
Saigon government has issued 
identification badges to all sup­ 
posedly 
friendly citizens, the 
Viet 
Cong 
is often able to 
secure these for their own use. 
McGill relates one 
story that 
is perhaps typical of the diffi­ 
culties 
encountered by U.S. 
troops. 
When entering 
one 
small 
village, he 
checked a 
home 
for the usual identifica­ 
tion 
badges 
only to be told 
by the woman in the hut that 
she had none. But to show her 
loyalty she displayed a picture 
of her son in the uniform of the 
South Viet Nam army. McGill 
accepted this as evidence the 
woman 
was friendly 
and not 
connected with the Viet Cong. 
He accepted it until he traveled 
to the next village, 
where he 
found a sim ilar situation. The 
woman had no identification but 
presented 
McGill with a pic­ 
ture of her son. 
But in both 
cases, the picture was of the 
same “ son.” 
It is sometimes difficult for 
Americans to understand the 
South Vietnamese attitude of in­ 
difference. For the most part, 
the villagers, those living in re­ 
mote areas away from Saigon, 
are oblivious to the affairs of 
state and are touched more by 
religion than any other factor, 
McGill observes. 
Generally 
the villagers are Buddhist or 
Catholic , 
although 
the sot 
called “ mountain people” 
or 


Montenards 
have a religion 
prim arily based 
or. 
super­ 
stition. 
The mountain people, 
whose skins are darker than the 
remainder of the Vietnamese 
population, 
oftentimes have a 
deep loyalty to the U.S. troops, 
if they have earlier been con­ 
vinced Americans 
are their 
friends 
and 
Intend to 
help 
them. The Montenards remain 
more loyal than the remainder 
of 
the 
villagers 
and the 
form er’s 
loyalty is not sub­ 
ject to immediate change as is 
the latter’s. 
McGill sees a 
real need for 
U.S. Intervention in South Viet 
Nam 
from the standpoint of 
protection of the South Viet­ 
namese. 
“ If we moved out, 
there wouldn’t be any hope for 
these people,” the 
Dunklin 
countian declares. 
But like every returning G.L 
McGill is glad to be home and 
glad to be 
with his wife and 
family. 
He met 
his wife, 
Faye, while 
stationed at Fort 
Hood, Texas, while she was a 
student at Southwest 
Texas 
State 
College at San Marcus, 
an institution famed for one of 
his alumni, President Johnson. 
A native of Texas, Mrs. Mc­ 
Gill 
is now a senior 
at the 
college; 
upon 
her graduation 
she intends to become an Bogg­ 
lish teacher. 
The young couple 
m arried 
February 2, 1965, which is the 
anniversary of another date — 
Specialist McGill’s 
embarka­ 
tion day from the war in Viet 
Nam. After 
an extended visit 
with his family, McGill plans 
to find a job near San Marcus 
and enjoy the quiet 
life of a 
civilian again. 
After months of intensive war­ 
fare in South Viet Nam, serv­ 
ing in the difficult and danger­ 
ous job as a senior demolition 
expert, he certainly deserves 
that quiet life.

Red China Not Ready to 
Join U.N., Senator Says 


Society Threatening to Run 
Away from Judicial System 


WASHINGTON—American ob­ 
servers in the Far East, as 
stated in views given to Sena­ 
tor Stuart Symington (D-Mo) 
during a six-week trip there in 
December and January, do not 
believe that “ the present dog­ 
matic leadership of Red China” 
would accept membership in the 
United Nations, even if invited, 
as long as the Chinese nation­ 
alists are members. 
"Red China is in a mood to 
trade with her 
'lesser ene­ 
m ies’,” Symington was told in 
Hong Kong, but would not trade 
with the United States unless 
"they 
absolutely 
needed the 
commodity in question.” 
These views are presented in 
the final 68-page report on his 
trip, with portions heavily cut 
by the Department of Defense 
for security reasons, released 
today by the Missouri Senator, 
the only Senator who is a mem­ 
ber of both the Armed Serv­ 
ices and Foreign 
Relations 
Committees. The complete re ­ 
port, including the 122 pages 
on his ten-day visit to Viet­ 
nam, released on February 20, 
had previously been filed with 
Chairmen Russell and Fulbright 
of those two committees. 
Symington reports that Amer­ 
ican observers in Hong Kong, 
which he has described as one 
of the most important free world 
windows to Red China, believe 
that for the South Vietnamese- 
U.S. effort in Vietnam to be 
successful, 
"North 
Vietnam, 
not China, must be convinced 
it (aggression) was all a losing 
proposition.” 
"We asked how Peiping looks 
at the situation in Vietnam. The 
reply: Peiping believes Vietnam 
is the test case of the people's 
war, but the people of North 
and South Vietnam must do it 
themselves with material a s ­ 
sistance 
from 
Communist 
China,” Symington stated. 
"Representatives 
felt 
that 
China can influence things on 
her perim eter, but not at any 
great range. Example, China 
has not remained in power in 
Cuba. China is using other revo­ 
lutions to enhance her power, 
but some of these revolutions 
are starting to cancel out. She 
has made serious mistakes in 
the Afro-Asian bloc. Indonesia 
is a real reverse, but not as 
bad as the reverse suffered 
when Stalin’s policies were cast 
out by the Soviet Union. How­ 
ever, they feel they can take 
these reverses as they build 
up their special weapons.” 
The sections released today 
covering Symington’s trip to 
Japan, Korea, Okinawa, Taiwan 
and Hong Kong, also report full 
backing of the U.S. position 
in 
Vietnam 
among 
South 
Koreans, signs of progress to­ 
ward economic self-sufficiency 
in that country and Okinawa, 
and 
a healthy alliance with 
Japan. Excerpts from the day- 
to-day summary 
of briefings 
received and observations made 
by the Missouri Senator, for­ 
m er Secretary of the Air Force, 
include: 
Dec. 20-22, Japan—"Japan is 
vital to U.S. interests because 
of its strategic location on the 
rim of the Pacific, its indus­ 
trialization, its leadership in 
shipbuilding, and the fact it is 
a showcase for democracy. 
"The current treaty between 
our 
two countries, in effect 
since 
1960, states that after 
1970 there may be re -negotia­ 
tions after a one-year notice. 
Newspapers and leftish ele­ 
ments are playing this up as 
the year of 'truth'. (12/22 - p. I) 
"In essence, 60 percent of the 
voting population state now that 
they want the United States to 
continue to assist Japan, and 
40 percent do not or say they 
do not. (12/22 - p. 2) 
"Japan is considered essential 
to tilt United States defense; and 
it can be stated that our al­ 
liance is healthy. 
"C urrently the Japanese m ili­ 
tary appropriations are only 
ibout IO percent of their total 
budget, as against some 65 p er­ 
cent of ours. They have a nu­ 
clear industry and would like to 
orbit a satellite. Under the Re­ 
search and Development Pro­ 
gram , there has been a coopera­ 
tive exchange of technical data 
since 1962. There’s also a Sci­ 
entist 
Exchange 
Program.

"Dry-dock and shipping fa­ 
cilities are very good in Japan, 
to the point where today Japan 
is the largest shipbuilding na­ 
tion in the world. (12/22 - p. 8) 
Dec. 
23, 
Korea — 
"The 
Koreans were described as 85 
percent literate, easily trained, 
who have a great capacity for 
retention 
of what they have 
learned. As one example, the 
Koreans are able to perform 
4th echelon maintenance on jet 
fighters. They have a recep­ 
tivity to new ideas. The Koreans 
are now able to export cement, 
and they have a 
substantial 
hydro-electric setup The gross 
national product is $2.5 billion 
a year, with an $80 to $90 per 
capita Income. (12/23 - p. I) 
"The (Korean) people nowa­ 
days are better off, quality of 
the goods produced is increas­ 
ing, deficits are declining, and, 
as a result, our help is de­ 
clining. 
"They don’t yet plow dollars 
back into their businesses. They 
have periods of serious infla­ 
tion. There is a stabilization 
p r o g r a m 
currently 
In ef fe ct , 
however, and this has reduced 
the inflationary spiral. P resi­ 
dent Park supports this in full. 
"K orea should be more self- 
sustaining In the future. 
The 


basic economic problem is not 
one of survival, nor of outside 
aid, but how to mobilize inter­ 
nally. 
"T here is total support in 
Korea for the U.S. position in 
Vietnam. If they were to give 
us any advice, it would be to 
hit harder. (12/23 - p. 2) 
“ The Republic of Korea Army 
is the fifth largest standing 
Army in the world.(12/23-p .5) 
"O f concern to us in the past 
several months has been the 
increased infiltration of enemy 
agents into South Korea. The 
North Korean intelligence s e r­ 
vices have been extremely ac­ 
tive this year in dispatching 
agents 
into the Republic of 
Korea, and this type of sub­ 
versive activity is a definite 
threat to the security of the 
Republic of Korea. These agents 
infiltrate across the Demarca­ 
tion Zone and come in by sea 
from North Korea and Japan. 
They are well armed, and are 
very aggressive. They do not 
hesitate to murder to prevent 
disclosure. (12/23 - p. IO) 
"ROK deployment of a combat 
division to South Vietnam this 
past fall was in addition to a 
ROK mobile surgical hospital 
and a ROK construction task 
force, deployed to Vietnam in 
1964 and early 1965. (12/23 - 
p. 23) 
"R eports received in Korea 
indicate that these forces are 
doing an outstanding job. Ob­ 
servers from Korea who have 
visited the Capitol Division at­ 
test to their professional skill. 
They have participated in nu­ 
merous search and destroy op­ 
erations and have given a good 
account of themselves. 
"It is a general belief that 
deployment of the Capitol ROK 
Division to Vietnam will have 
a great impact on the ROK 
Armed Forces, and the coun­ 
try of Korea as well. Not only 
will the experience gained in 
Vietnam be beneficial to their 
arm ed forces, but also it gives 
them a tremendous feeling of 
pride to make a successful 
contribution to the effort in 
Southeast Asia. (12/23 - p. 24) 
Dec. 24, Korea--"W e moved 
up to the outpost of the DMZ, 
overlooking T-Bone Hill, where 
the details of the concrete im- 
placement were shown. Using 
various 
observation devices, 
we looked at the demarcation 
line, the center tape, also the 
blue tape two kilometers to the 
south, and looked over North 
Korea. The model Korean prop­ 
aganda village was pointed out, 
also a burnt out hulk of a tank 
left in the vicinity since the 
Korean War. We then returned 
to the 7th Division area 
at 
Camp Casey, where we had 
Christm as Eve 
dinner with 
troops of the 7th 
Division. 
(12/24 - p. 6) 
Dec. 25, Korea -- "We visited 
a typical Korean home in a 
village adjacent to Camp Casey. 
Noteworthy about this visit was 
the extreme poverty evident, 
even in this middle class Korean 
farm er’s home. The rooms were 
meagerly protected from the 
elements; and it was very cold, 
Inside as well as outside. We 
were shown the various farm 
implements, also the jars In 
which Kimchi, the native dish 
of 
fermented 
cabbage, 
was 
made and kept over the winter.

"F rom Camp Casey, we went 
by helicopter to OP Dort on the 
DMZ. 
"T he North Koreans are not 
gaining any military advantage 
from their petty violations of the 
DMZ. Patrol activities in the 
DMZ were described. We in­ 
spected the equipment of a pa­ 
trol moving out. Action of enemy 
infiltrators were described. 
"It was mentioned that a Pur­ 
ple Heart is not now awarded 
to individuals wounded in Korea. 
We recommended this be taken 
up with the Department of De­ 
fense. (12/25 - p. 2) 
"L ater 
on this 
Christmas 
morning 
we attended chapel 
services at Camp Young. After 
the services we travelled to 
Company C, 2nd Battalion, 23rd 
Infantry out on the front where 
we 
had 
Christmas 
dinner. 
(12/25 - p. 3) 
Dec. 26, Okinana--"Okinawa 
is important to the Army and 
Marine Corps because of its 
strategic location. The island 
has good jungle training areas, 
ideal for practicing counter­ 
guerrilla warfare. Ranges will 
handle 
155 
mm. 
artillery. 
(12/26 - p. 3) 
"P rice s have remained rela­ 
tively fixed since World W arn, 
but the standard of living has 
gone up three times what it 
was 
before. Okinawa exports 
sugar. All of it goes to Japan. 
Okinawans do like California 
rice. It is expected that im­ 
ports of that rice should rise 
in the future. Life expectancy 
is almost up to U.S. standards. 
(12/26 - p. 6) 
"We then toured the Island, 
including, a stop at the little 
island of Ie Shlma. As Assistant 
Secretary of War, I dedicated 
the Ernie Pyle Memorial twenty 
years ago. Then we left for 
Taipei, Taiwan. (12/26 -p .6 ,7 ) 
"T here was consensus of opin­ 
ion that this island furnishes 
us with very valuable informa­ 
tion as to what is going on in 
Rid China. (12/26 - p. 7) 
Dec. 27, Hong Kong -- "We 
asked what were the prospects 
for trade with the Chinese.

The consulate said first 
they would ask the status of the 
Republic of China, and wouldn’t 
come in unless the Chi Nats 
were put out. Lately they have 
been talking against the United 
Nations a great deal. 
"We asked, suppose Chiang 
Kai Shek and his government 
were put off the Security Coun­ 
cil. Would that make any dif­ 
ference, especially if the Chi 
Coms were put on the Security 
Council. The answer was a 
flat no. The Republic of China 
would have to get out. This of 
course would mean reversing 
the tables on who the aggressor 
was against the United Nations 
in Korea. (12/27 - p. I, 2) 
"In 1960, Red China had two- 
thirds of her trade with Com­ 
munist countries. Now she con­ 
ducts two-thirds with non-Com­ 
munist 
countries. 
Reasons: 
F irst, the Soviets pretty much 
pulled out of China, supporting 
and trading; second, the so­ 
called "great leap forward” 
slumped. Now they have a policy 
of 
relative 
national 
self- 
reliance, and are trying not to 
depend on any one big supplier 
from the outside. 
"The present dogmatic lead­ 
ership of Red China is an ag­ 
ing leadership. It was noted 
that each of the present leaders 
came up together in the Chi­ 
nese Long March system. The 
new leaders coming up probably 
won’t have such close comrade­ 
ship, nor will they have as great 
depth. (12/27 - p. 3) 
Inflation 
Curbs 
Sought 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Is infla­ 
tion already here or just around 
the corner? In this, second of 
two articles, Sam Dawson, AP 
business news analyst, points 
out the present signs of inflation 
and outlines what is being done, 
or could be done, to halt it.

NEW YORK (AP) — Talk 
alinit inflation, present or im­ 
pending, is spurring a two­ 
pronged search. One is for any 
and all signs of inflation. The 
other is for methods ofwarding 
it off or controling it. 
As the cost of living rises and 
the pundits argue about the 
meaning of this, here are some 
answers to questions that may 
be bothering you: 
Q—What are today’s signs of 
incipient inflation? 
A — The unemployment rate 
is 3.7 per cent of the labor force, 
lowest since November 
1953. 
Skilled labor shortages are ap­ 
pearing, sending overtime pay­ 
rolls up. Unions are raising 
their wage demands. Output per 
man hour of labor is increasing 
only slowly now, where it was 
zooming upward a year or two 
ago. Many raw material prices 
have edged up. Firm s are build­ 
ing up inventories, some fearing 
either 
shortages or further 
price increases ahead. Demand 
for finished goods has taxed 
the capacity of some industries 
and delivery times are being 
stretched out as order back­ 
logs mount. 
Q — What about the monetary 
signs of inflation? 
A — Interest rates are rising 
as the demand for loans in­ 
creases despite a marked in­ 
crease in the supply of money 
and credit since last summer. 
Consumers are spending a larg­ 
er percentage of their income 
and saving a sm aller share — 
although personal income has 
soared so high that the totals for 
both spending and saving are at 
record highs. 
Q — What steps are the mon­ 
ey managers taking to ward off 
inflation? 
A — The Federal Reserve 
Board has raised interest rates. 
It also is tightening money by 
shrinking 
the free reserves 
which banks can use to make 
loans to business and to con­ 
sum ers. The idea is to restrain 
mildly the urge to borrow and to 
spend. 
Q — What is tile government 
doing about inflation? 
A — Asking Congress to in­ 
crease tax collections this year. 
This would leave less for indi­ 
viduals 
and 
corporations to 
spend now. The President also 
is urging labor and manage­ 
ment to observe guidelines hold­ 
ing down wage ani price 
in­ 
creases. 
A — The President is asking 
the Congress to be ready to vote 
higher taxes quickly lf inflation 
becomes obvious. This would 
leave less money to chase the 
available goods. Some think the 
Federal Reserve should make 
money and credit still tighter. 
This would involve still higher 


WASHINGTON (AP) — To­ 
day’s 
high-powered 
society 
threatens to run away from the 
creaking machinery of the fed­ 
eral judicial system. It faces a 
"legal explosion.” 
In an attempt to meet the 
problem, 
Congress approved 
this week a bill to create 43 new 
federal 
Judgeships 
in those 
states and appellate circuits 
where case backlogs have risen 
nearly out of sight. 
The change, if approved as 
expected by President Johnson, 
will depart from tradition in at 
least one way by overstepping 
the unwritten nine-judge limit 
on Courts of Appeals. It will add 
four temporary seats to the 
South’s 5th Circuit, where civil 
rights litigation has soared in 
recent years. 
But in the eyes of some of the 
federal judiciary’s kneest ob­ 
servers — including some of its 
judges — further departure and 
greater reform are urgently 
needed. The federal courts, in 
their view, must be made re 
sponsive to modern tim es if 
they are 
to 
cope with the 
mounting litigation to ne expect­ 
ed in a nation whose population 
— now 194 million — has been 
projected to 437 million by the 
year 2010. 
An increase in judges, alone, 
is widely regarded as a short­ 
sighted approach to a broad 
problem. Little headway has 
been made against case back­ 
logs since 73 new judgeships 
were created in 1961. Some of 
these judgeships have not been 
filled. 
Less than a year ago, Chief 
Justice Earl Warren cautioned, 
"We cannot afford to go on pyr­ 
amiding judgeships periodically 
without making our judicial sys­ 
tem responsive to and part of 
the times in which we live.” 
The burden of the lower feder­ 
al courts also has snowballed. 
Whether manpower or faulty 
organization is at fault, the fed­ 
eral courts have been unable to 
keep up with the mounting vol­ 
ume of judicial business. And 


interest rates to discourage 
borrowing, whether to build a 
new plant, buy a new car or to 
buy a new home by means of a 
mortgage. 
Q — But if in the days ahead 
wholesale and consumer prices 
rise still more rapidly, what is 
likely to happen? 
A — Some consumers might 
put 
off 
buying 
high-priced 
goods, especially those they can 
easily 
do without. Business 
might hold up some of its plans 
for building plants or buying 
new equipment. Demands for 
higher wages to meet rising 
prices would become more in­ 
sistent. 
Price increases on 
American goods could cut UJ5. 
exports, swell the deficit in the 
balance of payments, and weak­ 
en the status of the dollar. 


one frequent target for criti­ 
cism has been the practice 
of 
elderly judges to remain on the 
Job. For most of these, old age 
brings a necessary slowdown. 
Federal 
Judges, under the 
Constitution, serve during their 
good behavior — which usually 
means for life. 
Since the vast majority of fed­ 
eral judgeships are the cap­ 
stones to long and distinguished 
legal 
careers, 
few 
federal 
Judges are young men. 
The 
Justice 
Department 
urged Congress, in considering 
the increase in judgeships, to 
undertake simultaneous 
re­ 
forms 
to insure 
that vigor­ 
ous, fully competent judges are 
handling the mounting 
court 
workload. 
It 
suggested 
that 
judges automatically 
become 


"senior judges” at 70, opening 
the way for appointment 
to 
younger men to the court, but 
allowing an older judge to con­ 
tinue to assist , in its work. 
Congress ignored the sugges­ 
tion, although a Senate subcom­ 
mittee is studying the problem 
of 
removing 
incompetent 
Judges. 


Proposals have been heard to 
revise judicial procedures to 
eliminate duplication and cut 
down the number of hours a 
Judge must spend poring over 
details 
that 
someone lower 
down could process. 
All of these proposals have 
been aimed 
at 
making 
the 
courts more responsive to a 
fast - moving fast - growing 
society. 


Viet Nam Returnee Say9 
More Troops Are Needed 


Income Tax Boosts 
I Most Likely Course 


WASHINGTON (AP) — If the 
Johnson administration decides 
additional tax revenue is needed 
to stem any inflationary trend, 
it is likely to propose a package 
of corporate and personal in­ 
come tax boosts rather than any 
selective rise. 
The administration has made 
no hard and fast decisions on 
specific taxes that might be pro­ 
posed. 
But Treasury officials are now 
looking into possible 
action 
which might be taken if — and 
it’s a big if — the adm inistra­ 
tion feels a tax boost might be 
necessary. 
President Johnson has said 
Congress and the adm inistra­ 
tion should be ready to 
act 
quickly if a tax boost is needed 
to reduce purchasing power and 
take some steam out of 
an 
overheating economy. 
Neutrality is the key to Treas­ 
ury Department thinking on tax 
policy at this point. This means 
that if any quick adjustment in 
taxes is needed, the existing tax 
structure should remain un­ 
changed. In other words, the tax 
burden 
shouldn't 
be shifted 
from one group of taxpayers to 
another. 
Any 
shift in tax burdens, 
Treasury tax experts feel, is a 
complex problem with deep­ 
seated feelings usually accom­ 
panied by lengthy congressional 
attention and public debate. 
There 
won’t 
be 
time for 
lengthy debate if a tax increase 
is to be used as an anti-infla­ 
tionary tool. 
A Senate-House economic sub­ 
committee will soon look into 
possible ways to raise taxes lf 
they have to be boosted to fight 
inflation. President Johnson and 
the Treasury welcome the hear­ 
ing. 
In line with tile Treasury’s 
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neutrality thinking, any tax in­ 
crease plan probably would be 
designed to raise the tax bur­ 
dens of individuals and corpora­ 
tions a proportionately equal 
amount — depending on how 
much purchasing power the ad­ 
ministration wanted to remove 
from the economy. 
One possibility would be a I 
per cent boost in individual 
rates — from 14 to 15 per cent in 
the lowest bracket, for example 
— and a 2 per cent increase in 
corporate rates —from 48 to 50 
per cent. 
This could yield about $4 bil­ 
lion a year. 
The Treasury reportedly is 
leaning against a suspension in 
the 7 per cent investment credit 
for business as part of any 
package but there has been 
pressure for it, the latest an un­ 
successful attempt by Sen. Al­ 
bert Gore, D-Tenn., to make it a 
part of the administration tax 
measure expected to receive 
final 
congressional approval 
this week. 
That measure would suspend 
reductions in car and telephone 
excise taxes which went into 
effect Jan. I and speed up col­ 
lections of individual and corpo­ 
rate taxes, bringing in an esti­ 
mated $6 billion over the next 
two years. The administration 
wants to see what effect this has 
on the economy before taking 
any further action. 
An excess-proflts tax-which 
Aas used during World War II 
md the Korean conflict— is not 
in the Treasury's thinking this 
time. It is too hard to adminis­ 
ter and contains too many ex­ 
emptions, 
some tax experts 
feel. It is also generally con­ 
sidered a wartime measure. 


KENNETT - Specialist Fifth 
Class Jerry Lynn McGill, 25- 
year-old Dunklin countian, who 
has just returned from the war 
in Viet Nam, believes the U.S. 
must triple the number of com­ 
bat troops before communists 
can be defeated in that South­ 
east Asian country. 
The Campbell form er G.I. is 
convinced U.S. forces must be 
materially increased if com­ 
munist forces are to be over­ 
come. While the U.S. has as­ 
signed some 
235,000 
men to 
Viet Nam, only 65,000 to 70,- 
000 are actually combat troops, 
while 
the remainder are pri­ 
m arily 
support and supply 
troops. 
The former member of the 
famed 101st Airborne places the 
number of combat troops re­ 
quired at 200,000. ‘‘M ilitarily 
we're just holding 
our own at 
the moment,” he declares, con­ 
vinced 
the war will continue 
to drag along at the same pace 
until our combat troop com­ 
mitment is tripled. 
Specialist McGill, a senior de­ 
molition expert with the First 
Brigade 
of the airborne unit, 
killed at least four enemy sold­ 
iers, and quite possibly several 
more, during his tour of duty 
in Viet Nam. During battle it’s 
hard to tell which bullet strikes 
which soldier, he points out, but 
he has four kills to his record. 
Most 
of the skirm ishes 
in 
which the Dunklin countian was 
engaged were 
the result of 
intelligence reports of North 
Vietnamese or Viet Cong con­ 
centrations of arm s and equip­ 
ment 
many miles from base 
camp. When this news was re­ 
ceived, McGill's brigade would 
move out to destroy 
as many 
troops as possible and capture 
the enemy’s equipment. 
But 
even when this 
was 
successful, 
the soft-spoken 
Dunklin countian notes, the U.S. 
troops would pull back to their 
base at Phan Ran rather than 
deploy men in remote jungle and 
mountain areas. 
The war in Viet Nam is dis­ 
couraging from several stand­ 
points, Specialist McGill points 
out. First of all, "We 
didn't 
know who we 
were fighting, 
that is, we 
don't always know 
who the enemy is and who our 
friends are.” Secondly the lack 
of combat troops makes it im­ 
possible to hold remote areas 
once 
the enemy has been de­ 
stroyed or has retreated. 
Another discouraging part of 
the 
war 
is the enemy's ef­ 
fectiveness in 
utilizing 
the 
confused 
political 
situation 
along with the strange terrain. 
Tile much-publicized Vietcong 
tunnels, for example, can hide 
scores of troops and it is al­ 
most 
impossible 
to destroy 
them even when U.S. troops are 


on top of the tunnels. Some of 
these tunnels can hold IOO men; 
in one instance, Specialist Mc­ 
Gill flushed 30 enemy troops 
from a cave through demolition 
charges 
and flame throw­ 
ers. But the caves are so ex* 
pertly mined and booby-trapped 
that it is difficult 
if not im­ 
possible for our troops to en­ 
ter many of them. 
Still another discouraging fac­ 
tor in the war effort is the lack 
of concern 
by the South Viet­ 
namese 
themselves. 
"They 
don’t 
care how the war is go­ 
ing,” the Dunklin countian ex­ 
plains. "They just want to farm 
and be left alone.” It is not un­ 
common for South Vietnamese 
to supply food to both sides in 
an effort to remain neutral in the 
armed clash. 
Despite the discouragement, 
morale is generally high among 
U.S. 
troops, 
McGill 
said. 
Troops generally spend 
one 
year 
on their Viet Nam tour, 
and while soldiers are anxious 
to return home, they are also 
anxious 
to see their military 
mission 
successfully com­ 
pleted, 
the former G.I. 
de­ 
clares. 
The war effort there is con­ 
siderably hampered by the lack 
of close cooperation from the 
South Vietnamese 
and the in­ 
ability 
of troops to recognize 
friends from enemies. While the 
Saigon government has issued 
identification badges to all sup­ 
posedly 
friendly citizens, the 
Viet 
Cong 
is often able to 
secure these for their own use. 
McGill relates one 
story that 
is perhaps typical of the diffi­ 
culties 
encountered by U.S. 
troops. 
When entering 
one 
small 
village, he 
checked a 
home 
for the usual identifica­ 
tion 
badges 
only to be told 
by the woman in the hut that 
she had none. But to show her 
loyalty she displayed a picture 
of her son in the uniform of the 
South Viet Nam army. McGill 
accepted this as evidence the 
woman 
was friendly 
and not 
connected with the Viet Cong. 
He accepted it until he traveled 
to the next village, 
where he 
found a sim ilar situation. The 
woman had no identification but 
presented McGill with a pic­ 
ture of her son. 
But in both 
cases, the picture was of the 
same "son.” 
It is sometimes difficult for 
Americans to understand the 
South Vietnamese attitude of in­ 
difference. For the most part, 
the villagers, those living in re­ 
mote areas away from Saigon, 
are oblivious to the affairs of 
state and are touched more by 
religion than any other factor, 
McGill observes. 
Generally 
the villagers are Buddhist or 
Catholic , 
although the so* 
called "mountain people” 
or 


Montenards 
have a religion 
prim arily based 
on 
super­ 
stition. 
The mountain people, 
whose skins are darker than the 
remainder of the Vietnamese 
population, 
oftentimes have a 
deep loyalty to the U.S. troops, 
if they have earlier been con­ 
vinced Americans 
are their 
friends 
and 
Intend to 
help 
them. The Montenards remain 
more loyal than the remainder 
of 
the 
villagers 
and the 
form er's 
loyalty is not sub­ 
ject to immediate change as is 
the latter’s. 
McGill sees a 
real need for 
U.S. intervention in South Viet 
Nam 
from the standpoint of 
protection of the South Viet­ 
namese. 
"If 
we moved out, 
there wouldn't be any hope for 
these people,” the 
Dunklin 
countian declares. 
But like every returning G.L 
McGill is glad to be home and 
glad to be 
with his wife and 
family. 
He met 
his wife, 
Faye, while 
stationed at Fort 
Hood, Texas, while she was a 
student at Southwest 
Texas 
State 
College at San Marcus, 
an institution famed for one of 
his alumni, President Johnson. 
A native of Texas, Mrs. Mc­ 
Gill 
is now a senior 
at the 
college; 
upon 
her graduation 
she intends to become an Eng«r 
lish teacher. 
The young couple 
m arried 
February 2, 1965, which is the 
anniversary of another date — 
Specialist McGill's 
embarka­ 
tion day from the war in Viet 
Nam. After 
an extended visit 
with his family, McGill plans 
to find a Job near San Marcus 
and enjoy the quiet 
life of a 
civilian again. 
After months of Intensive war­ 
fare in South Viet Nam, serv­ 
ing in the difficult and danger­ 
ous job as a senior demolition 
expert, he certainly deserves 
that quiet life.
